MONEY IN FARMING. 


HOW T O GROW CROPS PROFITABLY. 


ARTICLE NO. XII. 


T A E V K O F C L O V E R . 


N ext to the grasses the clovers are the m ost 
valuable as fodder plants. 
They belong to an en­ 
tirely different botanical family, th at of the Leg- 
uminosae or pulse fam ily, and are Known by the 
generic name trifolium three-leaf. 
Thence they 
are frequently called in English trefoils, the leaves 
m ostly presenting three lobes. 
T here are several 
varieties, all too well Known to need a particular 
description. 
Tile 
common 
red 
clover is ex­ 
tensively cultivated 
in 
the 
U nited 
States, 
som etim es alone, som etim es with other Brass­ 
es. 
W ith 
tim othy 
it 
m akes 
hay 
of 
a 
very superior kind, especially for neat cattle. 
It 
prefers clayey soils, it generally thrives in good 
w heat lands, In light and sandy ground it gets 
bare and frosted. 
D uring its early grow th it 
alw ays requires the shelter of some other plant. 
The seed Is usually sowu witli w inter w heat or 
other grain crops, late in F ebruary or early in 
M arch, w hile the ground is still subject to freezing 
and thaw ing, and the seed can thus gain adm ission 
Into the soil. Or It may be sown with tile oats or 
other spring or sum m er crops, In which case, hav­ 
ing the advantage of being harrow ed In, it can 
generally be sown w ith even greater success than 
when put In with a crop of w inter grain. 
T he Quantity of seed per acre required depends 
on the kind of soil. On w ell-prepared loam s, ten 
or tw elve pounds of good seed will frequently give 
a full covering to tile land, while on clay twelve to 
stxteen pounds are necessary to the acre. 
W hen 
sown with the grasses, four to six pounds on the 
first, and eight to tw elve on the la st will suffice. 
An additional am ount of seed, as with the grasses, 
will give a finer quality of hay in consequence of 
m ultiplying the num ber ot stalks, aud for this pur­ 
pose, as well as to ensure it on every spot of the 
field, it should alw ays be liberally sown. Tile cov­ 
ering, like th a t of grass seeds, should be of the 
slightest kind, and when sown very early in the 
spring, or on well-pulverized ground, and followed 
by rains, It will germ inate freely w ithout harrow ­ 
ing. A fter the leaves are developed in the spring 
an application of plaster, on lands which are 
am enable to Its favorable action, should be m ade 
by sowing broadcast a t the rate of three or four 
bushels per acre. 
Clover is Irequently turned under In the fall to 
enrich the ground preparatory to a crop of w heat, 
or in th e ensuing spring for the benefit of the crop 
of In d ian corn. 
Some persons think the best 
tim e for turning down clover is in the ran k est and 
m ost succulent stage of its grow th, while others 
m aintain th at It is best to leave it to the period 
of its decline, when its extractive m atter Is m ost 
abundant. This last plan is undoubtedly the best 
in m ost if not ail cases.

From this it Is seen th a t a crop of clover of 
th ree tons to the acre w ithdraw s from the soil a 
m uch larger Quantity of the m ineral elem ents 
existing in It than any other crop grow n, even in 
larger quantities than usually obtained; a t the 
sam e tim e it leaves in Its roots and stubble fertil­ 
izing elem ents converged iron) the soil, in value 
as these elem ents are calculated a t by the experi­ 
m ent stations of $39 57 for nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash alone, saying nothing of the other 
constituents which are equally Im portant for the 
grow th of crops. 
It is well known th a t the clov­ 
ers are all peculiarly nutritious, containing every­ 
thing th at can be w anted for the grow th and sus­ 
tenance of an anim al. T he llesh and fat form ing 
constituents are large, and phosphate of lime for 
the form ation of bone predom inates. 
T he long tap-roots force them selves aw ay deeply 
into the subsoil, the fibrous roots collect nutrim ent 
from the surface, and the large, fleshy leaves, as 
in all legum inous plants, are capable of absorbing 
such constituents as the air can afford. 
A t the 
sam e tim e, if cut as hay, and carried off the 
ground, the clovers remove a com paratively large 
am ount of valuable m aterials from Hie soil. and it 
is only owing to the fact th at m uch of the m aterial 
is collected in the subsoil, below the usual depth 
of the plough, and the roots of the cereals, th a t It 
does not become a scourging crop. 
As it is. it re­ 
tu rn s to the surface or the soil th at which it has 
converted and gathered from the subsoil, and 
which, under Hie ordinary system of cultivation, 
would not have becom e available. 
Clover should De cut after having fully blos­ 
somed and assum ed a b:ow nlsh hue. 
By close 
cutting, more forage is secured and the clover 
afterw ard springs up more rapidly aud evenly. 
The sw ath, unless very heavy, ought never to be 
stirred open, but allowed to wilt on the top. 
It 
m ay then be carefully turned over, and when 
thus partly cured, placed In high slendercocks 
and rem ain until sufficiently dry to rem ove into 
the barn. 
A m ixture of altern ate layers of straw 
witli the clover by absorbing its juices perm its 
its beings housed in a greener state than it could 
be otherw ise, and rnateratlly im proves the flavor 
of the straw for fodder. 
The second crop of clover m ay be either saved 
for seed, mown, pastured or tu rn ed under tor 
m anure. 
As this is usually a biennial when 
allowed to ripen,the stock dies off after the second 
year, unless its seeding lias been prevented, aud 
the crop is only partially sustained by Hie seed 
w hich m ay have germ inated the second year from 
the first sowing, or from such as has been shed 
upon the surface from the seed m atured on the 
ground. The m axim um benefit derivable to Hie 
soil in the m anure of the stubble aud roots Is at­ 
tained Hie second year. 
T he dried roots of the 
elover at th at tim e are in the proportion o f'flfty- 
six for every IOO pounds of clover hay produced 
from them in two years. 
But the ground is then 
so full of roots as to check fu rth er accum ulation. 
H arvesting clover seed may be done generally 
after taking off one crop, or pasturing the field 
UU Ju n e, or at such tim e as experience shows to 
be the proper one for leaving it to m ature a full 
crop of seed. 
Early mowiug rem oves the first 
weeds, and Hie second grow th of the plover Is so 
rapid as to sm other them and prevent their seed­ 
ing, and the clover is thus saved com paratively 
clean. 
It is then mown and raked into very small 
cocks, and when dried at the top they are turned 
com pletely over w ithout breaking, and as soon as 
thoroughly dried they may be carried to the 
threshing floor and the seeds be beaten out with 
light flails, or much better, with a threshing 
m achine. 
The 
produce is from three to six 
bushels per acre. 
Clover seed should be large, 
lull, glossy, and of bright orange yellow and bold 
purple m ixed ; when bandied it has an oily feel. 
N ew seeds are the best, the germ inating power 
failing the second year. 
To produce rem unerative crops we m ust increase 
the productive capacity of the soil. 
Tills can be 
done by Ullage, the application of m anure and the 
grow ing of clover. 
By the application of m anure 
we restore Ute nutritive m atters which have been 
taken from the soil by successive crops. By tillage 
we change the state of those w hich still exist there, 
so th a t they may become available. 
By grow ing 
clover we com bine the advantages of tillage aud Hie 
application of m anures; by its deep-growing roots 
it adm its the air to the subsoil, which changes the 
state of the nutritive m atter existing theve, and 
also has a solvent action on the soli, liberating 
additional elem ents of plant food, putting them 
in available form aud bringing them w itniu reach 
of future crops. 
The crop pays the cost of its 
pro d uction,and in its production the laud is put in 
condition to produce other crops more' bountifully. 
Intelligent fan n ers are never it a loss to renovate 
th eir lands when they eau produce even a mod­ 
erate clop oi clover, aud by skillul cultivation 


keep their lands steadily increasing In value. This 
Is done by a judicious rotation of crops. W ithout 
rotation a much larger application of m anure, is 
required than would otherw ise be the case, and 
the farm is not self-supporting, as It should be in 
regard to fertility.

SOIL. 
A nd to begin a t the beginning, the soil and sit­ 
uation on which to grow’ Hie crop are of first Im­ 
portance. 
A dry, vvai iii soil is perhaps best, yet 
the plan t will grow on alm ost any soil w here corn 
can grow. A very rich soil produces a correspond­ 
ing rank, luxuriant grow th. yet will! our present 
im perfect knowledge of defecation, such a grow th 
Is not desirable, as the svrup from such cane has 
a ran k ana disagreeable taste. 
Black, rich low 
land Is not best for quality of syrup, though for 
q uantity it does quite well. One objection to low 
land Is that an early frost m ight dam age It worse 
than lf grown on high ground. 
PREPARATION OK (5ROUND. 
This Is Im portant. 
Any preparation th a t will 
g iv e n deep and thorough pulverizing of the soil 
will do. 
But rem em ber, the seed cannot 
be 
properly put in the ground am ong clods. 
Fine 
tilth gives easy, speedy and successful planting, 
other conditions, ot course, being favorable. 
SEED. 
Select seed with reference to purity and germ i­ 
nating quality. 
T est the seed by soaking a sam ­ 
ple over night In Warm w ater; then drain off the 
w ater and keep the seed w rapped in several thick­ 
nesses of dam p cloth, or old blanket, ana place 
w here It will be kept warm for tw enty-four hours. 
lf the seed Is gooa it will show signs of sprouting. 
Or, lu oilier w ords, apply gentle h eat and m oisture 
from tweiity-fmir to thirty-six 
hours. 
I prefer 
sp)outed seed for two reasons: F irst, I gain lim e; 
and. secondly, have less trouble w ith weeds in cul­ 
tivation. 
TIME OF PLANTING. 
W ait until the ground Is In good condition and 
thoroughly w arm ed, so as to induce rapid germ i­ 
nation just the sam e as for Indian corn. 
This 
tim e may vary w ith us here Iii cen tral Indiana, 
but from the 5ih to the 15Hi of May will m ost 
likely cover the tim e. 
If the plan tin g Is early, the 
ground cold, and the seed not sprouted, full three 
weeks will he required before th e plants are up. 
and when they do ap|K*ar w eeds will have pre­ 
ceded them , and be ready to contest the ground. 
amt eau only be eradicated by h and weeding or the 
hoe. 
. 
HOW’ TO PLANT. 
On th is point good authorities seem to differ. 
Some plant In lulls, others In drills. 
€. M. Sw artz 
of Illinois plants Iii drills. 
He is, perhaps, as 
good authority us any. 
I have a m achine for 
drilling the seed, planting tw o row s at once forty- 
two inches arnut, and Its operation gave Hie best 
of satisfaction last year. 
The common erro r has b e e n to plant too deep; 
half an Inch is deep enough. 
An extensive plan t­ 
er In K ansas drops In lulls and covers with his 
foot, being careiul to firm the d irt over eaeli hill 
by gentle pressure. 
In drills one plant to six 
or eight inches, aud hills la Hie sam e proportion. 
QUANTITY OF SEED. 
Two pounds and a halt to the .acre Is Hic esti­ 
m ated a v erag e; however, about twice th at am ount 
Is my preference. 
Flam ing In drills, I w ant it 
thick enough to cross work w ith the w heat drill 
or hallow . Thus but little is left to be done in 
thinning or w eeding w ith 
the 
hoe.—[Indiana 
Farm er. 


On th e S e le c tio n 
of 
th e 
S e e d s of th e 
C erea ls. 
♦ 
In every field of grain there are to be seen ears 
differing in size, in form and in general appearance 
from those growing beside them . 
Some of these 
can be recognized as the ears of established va­ 
rieties, but a few w'ill be distinct from any of the 
kinds in cultivation. 
F arm ers usually bestow 
little attention on the different kind of ears which 
m ay dc som etim es seen grow ing in the sam e field, 
ami which can be best observed during the cutting 
and harvesting of the crop; but lf one farm er in a 
thousand would undertake Hie collection of such 
ears with the Intention 
of 
sowing the seed. | 
and thus propagating the kinds, the num ber of 
vaiieties would soon be considerably Increased, 
.md the kinds In cultivation would be improved 
by th is selection of the hest ears. 
Those who in­ 
tend to collect ears of one or m ore of the cereals 
should proceed m ethodically, not only when se­ 
le c tin g ,'but In keeping the ears of the apparently 
different Kinds distinct at the tune of gathering 
them , so th at each kind can be sown by itself, 
and the produce from the seed of the selected and 
stored for future sowing. 
D uring the tim e of 
selecting ears, sm all bags form ed of cioili should 
be c atrie d .a n d as Hie ears are separated from the 
stalks they should be placed in one or other of the 
bags. Care should be exercised to prevent confu­ 
sion anil interm ixing of the seeds. 
Eveiy circum stance should be noted at the tim e 
—such as the field of grain In which the ears were 
g ath ered ; the characteristic features which the 
cars presented In growing, such as size, form, 
w hether the ears are close or open, and the color 
of the chaff and straw , chaff sm ooth or dow ny, 
and other points deem ed w orthy of being record­ 
ed. 
A w ritten description should be placed witn 
the ears put into each bag for after reference, as 
it is seldom advisable to trust to the memory as to 
facts. 
The bags containing the ears should be 
hung in an open place, away from mice or oilier 
depredators, until the period ot sowing the seeds. 
W hen It has been d e te imined th a t the sowing of 
th e se e d so f the selected ears shall be proceeded 
with, a plot of ground near to Hie entrance of Hie 
held can be chosen, the rem ainder of the field to 
be seeded with grain of the sam e kind, w hether 
w heat, bai ley or oats. 
Small ru ts can be form ed 
by a hand hoe. the seed thinly sown, and the earth 
returned by a garden rage, m e seed beingl lglitly 
covered. 
Each plot seeded should be m arked by 
a piece of wood Inserted at the end of the rows, 
and the num ber m arked on the wood for after 
reference. A note book should be used for insert­ 
ing all facts connected with Hie selecting of the 
ears, the sowing of the seed, the appearance of 
the 
different plots 
presented ' a t the period 
of 
braiding, tillering, 
earing, 
blooming arid 
ripening, with 
dates and 
other 
particulars. 
T in am ount of trouble which Hie propagating of 
varieties entails renders it advisable for experi­ 
m enters not to attem p t too much at one tim e. Only 
those who are resolved to bestow m inute attention 
during the whole period from the tim e of selecting 
the ears until the quantity of grain produced 
adm its of its being distributed, should u n dertake 
the selection of ears for propagating the variety. 
In propagating new varieties, constant attention 
is essential to keep the variety tru e to the kind 
selected more particularly lf it has originated Iii 
w hat ts term ed a sport, either the result of cultiva­ 
tion or hybridization—the pollen of the e ar of 
one variety fertilizing the seeds contained In 
Hie ear of a different kind. This hybridization 
i9 som etim es effected 
by 
experim enters, 
but 
accidental contract is the m ore frequent cause of 
Hic sports which appear in cultivated plants. 
Every variety of grain in cultivation will occasion­ 
ally show ears differing from those which possess 
the characteristic appearances of the variety, 
while some varieties show red or brown ears, and 
ears with and w ithout aw ns. The higher the 
m anorial condition of the soil, the tendency to 
sporting appears lo Increase In force. 
As the soil 
should be made rich on which the seeds of the 
selected ears are grown year 
after year, tills 
tendency to sport Is certain to appear, and as the 
propagating of the selected variety Is proceeded 
with, constant care Is essential to cull out the 
ears whit Ii differ from the original standard of the 
selected ears, 
lf the variety Is Hie result of 
hybridization, this culling Is ail Im portant. 
The ears will differ considerable in appearance, 
some resem bling the kind from which the fertiliz­ 
ing pollen was denved, and others more closely 
resem bling the variety which the pollen fertilized. 
Uniform ity is essential to entitle any grain to the 
term variety, and thus uniform ity can only be se­ 
cured by constant care in selection. A lter the 
type becomes fixed sporting and degenerating will 
alm ost wholly cease, provided ordinary care is 
taken by the propagator. But every established 
variety should be kept up by occasional selection 
of the best ears. In aa industrial point of view the 
propagating of a new prolific variety is of im­ 
mense national im portance. 
Any 
new vail- 
eiy which would yield from one to four bushels of 
additional grain per acre over 
the 
ordinary 
varieties In cultivation would tend thus far to 
raise the resources 
ol our own soils. 
In this 
direction an extensive and m ost Inviting bela is 
open to all cultivators. 
W ere agriculturists to 
study more closely the operations of horticul­ 
tu rists much benefit would result to all. 
Farm ers 
generally not only undervalue, but wholly disre­ 
gard w hat horticulturists have done for agricul­ 
ture. As. well said by the highly distinguished 
botanist. Dr. Lindley, “ H orticulture, sir, Is the 
parent of agriculture. It determ ines, on a sm all 
scale, the value of the principles on which an ex­ 
tended cultivation of the soil depends.” 
In garden vegetables, In fruits, in flowers, in 
shrubs, immense progress bas been made w ithin 
the past tew years, mainiv the result of propagat­ 
ing new varieties. 
In ail departm ents of h orti­ 
culture the exercise of skill and untiring perse­ 
verance Is apparent, and should be an Incentive 
to agriculturists to follow in the sam e path. 
The 
pleasure, and in exceptional cases the profit, to be 
derived is so considerable th a t the propagator of 
new varieties will generally be am ply rew arded 
for the time occupied in conducting tile various 
operations of selecting, sowing and reaping new 
kinds of grain. 
Those fan n ers who are anxious 
to improve the varieties of grain in cultivation, 
w heat, 
oats, 
barley, 
or 
corn, 
should 
auopt 
the 
sam e 
m eans 
as 
those so suc­ 
cessfully 
followed 
out 
by 
horticulturists— 
hybridizing, and m ore especially by selecting the 
best ears, and growing Hie seed so obtained until 
sufficient Quantities are secured to seed consider­ 
able portions of land preparatory to disposing of 
the seeds raised from toe select 'd ears. 
Tile Im­ 
provem ent of the dom estic anim als aud birds lias 
been mainly effected by selection, and the sam e 
principles are equally applicable for the im prove­ 
m ent of the various varieties ot the cereals in cul­ 
tivation. 
This field of experim ent is open to all, 
and the persevering may calculate upon success. 
W here so much eau be effected with even au ordi­ 
nary am ount of attention, the experim enter who 
possesses a knowled e of Hie cereals, and also of 
vegetable physiology, Is certain to reap a good 
harv est,—[A griculturist. 


to push out In spring portions of the starch are 
changed or consum ed by tile growing sprouts, thus 
leaving the substance of the potato more or less 
w atery or unpal table. Several m ethods are prac­ 
ticed for keeping potatoes In eating 'condition at 
this season of the year. 
In a deep,“ cold cellar 
they will keep quite lute without special care, but 
in most cellars the sprouts will push out sev­ 
eral inches in length before the 1st of May. 
Dipping potatoes in 
bot w aler, 
and 
letting 
them rem ain a few seconds, or just long enough to 
kill the germ s w ithout cooking the skin, has been 
practised with success by a lew experim enters, 
but much care is required to do the work nicely. 
Strong brine has been lately recom m em leded for 
Hie same purpose, from one to two m inutes omy 
being requited to kill tho buds, ami prevent 
further sprouting. 
But the sim ple m ethod we 
have tried, and one th at has proved entirely 
satisfactory lor many years, is, to select as many 
potatoes 
in

will 
be required tor 
table 
use 
till 
the 
new 
crop 
is 
ready 
lo dig, and 
keep 
them 
in 
barrels 
which 
are 
to 
be 
em ptied -from 
one 
to another 
about once a w eek. 
The pouring of the potatoes 
from on e barrel to a n o t h e r bruises and Kill# the 
sprouts so they have no time to change or con 
slime the starch ot the potato. Tw o men will 
handle a large quantity of potatoes In this way in 
a very tew m inutes each week. 
If one person 
Hits to do the pouting alone, the barrels should be 
no fuller than eau be easily lifted. Old readers of 
the Farm er will rem em ber th a t we have recom ­ 
m ended this m ethod for having good table pota­ 
toes In .lune tn form er years, hut we find a good 
many new reade s to whom the m ethod is new, 
and who ought to know its value from experi­ 
ence.—LNew England F arm er. 
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C a re of T a b le P o ta to * * in B oring. 
T he season has now’ arrived when potatoes rap­ 
idly deteriorate in eating qualities, unless special 
effoits are made to prevent Btiem from grow ing in 
the piles. 
A potato Is dry and mealy because of 
the starch It contains, but when the sprouts begin 


T h e Future C o n s u m o t io n o f C otton. 
It appears from the statistics of W. John 
Bastile, who has patiently Investigated Hie sub­ 
ject, th at the total production of cotton last year 
am ounted to 9,410.000 bales. 
The quanilty con 
sullied m ay be thus approxim ately .reckoned: 
America, 2,238,000 bales; E ngland, 3.GOG.OOO 
bales; European continent, 3,120,OOO bales. The 
consum ption of Colton by Indian spinners m ay be 
le ito iilo f consideration. 
All the cotton produced 
w ent into consum ption with the exception of a 
trifling balance of about 380,000 bales, and as the 
records of previous years show sim ilar results, 
tile first portion of the theory advanced may be 
assum ed to n e correct. 
Now, let these figures be 
analyzed so th a t d ata m ay be obt tined as to the 
probable future consum ption of cotton. 
The 
consum ption of colt hi I ii England for cotton goods 
exported is 2,534,700 bales, and the consum ption 
of cotton goods 
iii U real britain is 1,131,240 
pales, this hitter quantity being equal to twelve 
pounds of cotton per annum tor each person. The 
consumpt mn of cotton goods scot trout Kimball I 
to the E ast indies averages annually 1,737,-

pounds of cotton per head; and to t hina amt 
Japan. 443,000.000 yards, or four ounces of cot­ 
ton per head. T he consum ption of cotton in 
Europe for cotton goods im ported Is C20,0< 0 bales, 
and the cotton consum ed on that continent for cot­

bales, 
equal to six 
pounds of 
cotton 
per 
head. 
T he

cotton goods m anufactured for hom e use is 835.- 
000 bales, equal to six pounds per head. 
T aking 
past experience into consideration lh conjunction 
with last year’s consum ption, it Is underestim at­ 
ing future consum ption to assum e th at w ithin Hie 
next three years the requirem ents of the E ast 
indies, China and Jap an will rise to two and a 
quarter pounds of cotton per head, which will give 
ail increase Of 2,478.200 bales, 
It has already 
been said that the equeem ntion of cotton In G reat 
B ritain is twelve pounds per bead per annum , 
and on the C ontinent six pounds per head per 
annum . 
Ignore any increase in the consum ption 
of G reat B ritain, but allow the European con­ 
sum ption to increase from six pounds to eight 
pounds per head, which is a m oderate com pula­ 
tion, seeing how the consum ption has grown 
during

and

years 
tlieie 
will 
be 
from 
Europe alone an increased dem and for cotton 
am ounting to 1,250,000 bah-#. 
Then allow an 
Increase In the A m erican consum ption to till g up 
IU total to 2.GI3,OOO Dales, and the result Is th at 
within a year or two, or it may at the outside be 
Hir e years, there will be required by cloth matin- 
lectu rers, 13,127.200 bales of cotton for the yeai*s 
work ; ana it requires no stretch of im agination to 
see th at In five years’ tim e 15,000,000 bales will 
lie required for iii um facturuig purposes. 
It is 
not Intended In this article, says the Textile 
Record, to discuss the source of supply, but sim ­ 
ply 10 show an enorm ous Increase iii the future in 
the dem and for cotton. 
All calculations respect­ 
ing the output are liable to m iscarry, but in those 
above hauled it may confidently he assum ed th a t 
they underestim ate probable requirem ents, and 
dq,uot err on the side ol exaggeration. 


B e e s o n th e Farm. 
W e have often heard people say, “ I m ean to 
liqye some bees, and I m eant to have had them 
loifg before th is.” 
Yet these persons live year 
after year w ithout them , while th eir fru it bloom 
Is poorly fertil zed, aud the n ectar secreted iii Hie 
flora of their fields and hedges is left to waste its 
sweetness. 
Bees seem especially designed, In the econom y 
of nature, to gather up the rem nants th a t “ noth­ 
ing be lost.” 
This was forcibly illustrated the 
past season, by Hie reports coming in n om differ­ 
ent parts of ihe country of Hie large yields of 
honey gathered from w heat stubble. W hen the 
w’ft4at was cut, before the straw was fully ripened,

Juice 
oozed 
out* of 
the 
straw 
where 
it 
was 
cu t; 
In 
some 
instances 
ttiq 
Juice 
was

plentiful th a t

It is a very rare season Indeed th at bees cannot se­ 
em * enough honey from some source to support 
them selves. 
We have many tim es been despon­ 
dent, thinking th at we would gel no surplus, aud 
have to feed our Dees their w inter store, when, 
all a : once, there would come a flood of nectar 
Ii oui some unlooked-for source. A cool,wet spring 
and sum m er will produce no honey, although the 
bloom m ay be abune! int, and yet it may be Just 
me" condition suitable to produce m any boney 
yielding 
tall 
flowers. 
D uriug 
the 
last 
autum n 
a 
large 
am ount 
of surplus honey 
was 
gathered 
from 
Hie 
different 
varlt- 
tie*jof sm art-w eed. 
This honey was beautiiully 
white, and of a fine, m inty flavor. 
These plants 
flow ish un overlands and dam p lauds generally, 
although they are 
found 
abundantly in tills 
locality, growing In corn fields, and w here early 
potatoes have been raised. Sw eet cont is growling 
in favor as a honey plant. 
A sw eet syrup is se­ 
creted in the axils of Hie leaves, near Hie stock, 
arufebees gather pollen from the tassel. 
It is sur­ 
prising m at farm ers will go to tow n ana buy mis­ 
erable glucose syrup, wlien a lieaven-boru sw eet 
syrup can be had at their doors, not for Hie ask­ 
ing, out for the tak in g .—[Mrs. L. H arrison, In Bee­ 
keepers’ M agazine.

Crowing: th e Crape* 
T he grape is one of the easiest grown of the 
sniajl fruits, and docs not require, as m any 
suppose, a great am ount of scientific know l­ 
edge aud skill 
bestow ed 
upon 
it 
in 
order 
to 
yield 
liberal 
returns 
in 
fruit to 
the 
grow er, provided he lias m ade a wise 
selec­ 
tion of variety and planted it in ground of a suit­ 
able character. Though th e num ber of varieties 
is legion, many of them possessing m erits, there 
lias never been but one grape proUuceu “ for Hie 
m illion,” 
which 
thrives 
and 
is 
productive 
on 
seem ing y 
all soils and 
In 
all 
clim ates 
w ithin Hie lim its of Hie country. 
It is baldly 
necessary to say this is the Concord. 
I t has never 
been claim ed in Its behalf that it is the hest grape, 
nor th a t it Is equal in quality of its fruit to many 
others. But the fact th a t It lias thriven and yielded 
tine fru it abundantly when other varieties have 
fabed m akes It peculiarly the grape of Hie people, 
and the novice who has never grow n grapes will 
be more certain of eating grapes from Hie vines of 
his own planting if he starts with Hie 
Con­ 
cord than with alm ost or quite any other variety. 
The w riter has taken so much solid connort in 
It iving grapes I ii abundance from bis own vines 
through the season of grapes, and through the rest 
of the year canned or otherw ise preserved, th a t he 
would be glad to induce every farm er reader of 
Hie F arm er th plant out.ln the Sluing at least TOH 
vines, which is by no m eans an extravaga it quan­ 
tity for the farm . 
Assum ing that such farm er has 
never grown grapes, the following sim ple d irec­ 
tions will cover all the ground needed, In which it 
Is assum ed th at the farm er naturally and of neces­ 
sity will not bestow’ the sam e care and attention 
upon them as would the professional hoi UciiUur- 
■ists or am ateur fruit grower. 
Fortunately Hie 
Concord will 1 ear a great deal of wholesome neglect 
w ttbout resentm ent. 
The ground for the vineyard 
should, if possible, be high aud a n y and not shut 
in by buildings or wind breaks. 
The reason for 
this will be m ade plain before we get through whit 
the subject. It should be naturally well drained 
or tile-arained, the latter the best in all cases. 
It 
needs to be only m oderately rich. 
Land rich 
enough for a good corn crop is good enough for 
g iap es: should be ploughed deep and made niel­ 
li.w aud friable. 
The vines mav be one or two 
years from the cutting or layer, never more than 
two years old, and can Dr; bought of those who 
m ake a business if grow ing them for $3 per lo o . 
P lant eight feet a p art eacii way. never less, set­ 
ting a sm all stake" by each vine to tie the grow th 
to, so th .it it will not be broken off In cultivating. 
Tne spaces betw een the tew s can the first season 
be planted with potatoes or other root crops. 
T he 
ground should be cultivated aud kep t clean. 
In the fall, a lte r the foliage has fallen, cut back 
to two buns, bend down the stubs left and cover 
them w ith some coarse mulch for protection. 
In 
the spring time tie to a sla k e , and from tim e to 
time the new grow th, to prevent Its being broken 
by the wind or cultivator, and let it grow all it 
w ants, rubbing off all shouts except those from 
Hie two buds on last year’s wood. 
Some clusters 
will form on the new grow th, but tile owner m ust 
not yield to the tem ptation to let them grow, as 
the vine needs its whole efforts this year devoted 
to root and cane grow th as a p rep aratu re for fu­ 
ture fruit production. 
The usual m ethod of train ­ 
ing Vines has been to stake one to each vine, or 
on trellis extending along the rows. 
But latterly 
in that p a rt of the country, even the Concord has 
suffered so much from tne grape rot th a t a b etter 
method 
seems needed. 
Tho 
rot, w hatever 
its cause, 
bacteria or m ildew , 
Is prom oted 
by m oisture and beat. 
H ence, any m ethod 
th a t will expose the vine freely to the air 
and sun sons to quickly dry off Hie wet of either 
ram or dews, lessens Hie danger of Hie rot, have 
been able to avoid this dancer bv training on a 
' single horizontal wire six or seven feet high. This 
! puts the vine up where it gets a free circulation of 
air and full sunshine; the clusters hanging down 
1 are not only shaded from the sun, but tu a large 


m easure protected from rain and dew by the 
foliage above, aud good, sound grapes are thus 
secured, when if tied to stakes or ordinary trellis 
they would have rotted badly, 
lf this plan Is 
adopted in trim m ing the vines In the fall of the 
second year, they should be left long enough to 
reach the wire. All side shoots should he cut hark 
to a single bud, for the vine is still young and 
must not be allowed to overbear the next year, 
which will tie its first bearing year. 
A fter trim ­ 
m ing lay It on the ground and cover lightly 
w ith m ulch 
or earth. 
In 
m aking a single 
w ire 
trellis the 
next 
Suring, posts 
set at 
every 
other 
vine, 
or 
sixteen 
teet 
apart, 
with a wire fastened by a staple In the top of each, 
WHI be all th at is required. 
The vines by wine!’. 
posts are planted can be tied to the posts to sup­ 
port them in upright, position. 
The two branches 
or canes should Le trained In opposite directions 
on the wire. 
Those vines betw een the posts will 
still need a stake to afford partial su p p o rt; the 
canes sta rt iii opposite directions on the wire. 
Hummer pruning Is confined to pinching In the 
ends of the new shoots, especially tile lru lt hear­ 
ing, at the second or third leal beyond the cluster. 
Bitt the farm er Is too busy a man for such m inute 
work as this. 
Tile Concord will give tairly good 
returns w ithout any severe pruning, or it can be 
done Itta rough way with a corn-kiiife or itand- 
grass sickle, d ip p in g eft' Hie ends of the new 
grow th 
lf 
thev 
threaten 
to 
becom e 
too 
ram pant. 
This "year, 
the first on the wire, 
some fru it can 
be grown, but It 
would 
be 
well to thin out one-third to one-half the clusters 
so as not to allow over-bearing. 
A fter this year 
no danger from this source need be feared. 
In 
trim m ing this fall, under this sym pton it will bo 
necessary to retain Hie old canes from Hie ground 
up to the wire, cut out the old bearing wood th at 
was trained on the wire and leave two strong new 
canes only, .which should be shortened so as to 
meet those from Hie next vine half-wav, cut inside 
b ran d ies to two Instead of one bud, as la*t year, 
and lay oil the ground, throw ing on clods of earth 
to keep them down to the ground. W ith Concords. 
covering entirely will hardly be necessary from 
this tim e on, and the training h ereafter will he 
but a repetition of th at of the first year oil the 
wire. 
In sections where the rot has m ade no 
trouble, sim ply tying to a stake, with severe trim ­ 
ming in the fall answ ers a good purpose and 
brings satisfactory crops of grapes.—[Canadian 
Farm er. 


H o e H e a lth . 
But th e Im portant question Is, can pig feeders 
afford to keep their pigs In such filth as breeds 
disease and death to their herds? W hen pigs have 
such foul wallowing#, they seldom get any pure 
w ater, and the foul w ater contam inates the blood 
aud brings disease. 
It would be considered gross 
m ism anagem ent for a dairym an to allow his cows 
to drink foul w ater. 
It is known th at it passes 
through the blood of a cow Into the m ilk, which 
becom es unwholesom e 
for b u tter or cheese. 
And, as 
we eat tho flesh of the pig, why 
should not as g reat care he taken to preserve his 
health a- th at of a cow? For cattle, fa rc e rs go to 
the trouble, ot m aking troughs and pum ping w ater 
into them dally, w here there are not clear, running 
stream s, or of conducting w ater into them by 
pipes w here a spring is possessed high enough to 
adm it of it. 
Hum an dwellings a-e considered 
more healthy w hen placed on an elev Hon, and 
so, likewise, should Hie swine house be placed 
high enough to have all foul m atters run from it, 
instead of tow ards it. 


C h em istry of th e Bilo. 
Several years ago It was discovered in G erm any 
th at when a pit In the ground properly constructed 
is lilied w ith green forage, as grass, cornstalks, 
beet-tops, etc., they do not during the w inter un­ 
dergo destructive ferm entation, as one would sup­ 
pose, m ust occur, but that the ferm entative change 
advances only a step or two, and then is arrested, 
In order th at tills result may be reached It Is 
necessary th a t the pit be made im pervious to air 
mid m oisture by the use of cem ent in form ing the 
floor aud walls, and th at It be covered bv ii tight 
roof. 
The pit may be made roughly aud cheaply, 
and Is best located on Hie side of a rising ground 
in close proxim ity to the farm barn. 
It may 
be six. 
ten 
or fifteen feet deep, and of any 
size th a t tilt- 
needs 
of 
the 
farm er 
may 
require. 
Rough 
boulder rocks may form the 
walls, the Joints being carefully filled witli cem ent, 
anil the whole plastered with cem ent as a final 
finish. 
T he floor may be of cem ent or ta r con­ 
crete, as cost or convenience may dictate. 
When 
vegetable substances In a green, succulent condi­ 
tion, containing sugar, are throw n Into heaps, 
with access a1 air, ferm entation com m ences, con­ 
siderable lie.it is developed by the 
chem ical 
changes, and ultim ately the neap rots or passes 
into a state of putrefactive decay. 
Horse m anure 
throw n lightly into a cellar heats rapidly, m oisture 
Is driven off, aud it becomes mouldy aud evolves 
am m onia when opened. 
This condition is called, 
Iii popular phrase, "tire fanning,” and Is the result 
of 
destructive 
ferm entative 
changes. 
These 
changes can ho in a large degree prevented by 
preventing access of air to vegetable heaps. 
If 
Hie m anure is well pressed down as it is form ed, it 
tines not h eat so rapidly; air Is kept out ot it, ana 
chem ical change uoes on slowly. 
In silos, fodder corn cut tin into very sm all bits, 
in Us green condition, is pressed Into the pit. with 
layers of dry straw between the beds, and when 
the pit Is full piles of stones are placed on a plank 
covering, w ith the object of pressing the vege­ 
table lim iter com pactly together. 
I ii this way air 
is to a large extent excluded, and the chem ical 
changes result only from the oxygen im prisoned 
with Hie Im bler iii the com pact bed. 
The change 
Is so narrow ed lit Its results th at It rarely extends 
beyond Hie villous ferm entative stag e; Unit is, a 
portion of the sugar Is changed into alcohol and 
carbonic acid, and probably a portion of the 
starch Is chang d Ink) glucose. The presence of 
alcohol aud carbonic acid in the m ass assists In 
arresti ig fu rth er m odifications. 
These vegetable 
grow ths are til a m easure preserved in edible con­ 
dition In well-prepared silos, and Kept for m ouths 
Intact. 
We have exam ined the contents of a silo 
after tieing stored six m onths, and the odor resem ­ 
bled th a t pervading an old-time New England rum 
distillery. The chlorophyll of the leaves was not 
wholly lost, and the stru ctu re of the leaves was 
perfect. 
No deleterious chem ical change had 
resulted, and the n u trien t properties of the fodder 
were not raatei laity im paired. 
Anim als eat the 
fodder w dh great relish, and Its digestion Is appa­ 
rently rapid and easy. 
H ie claim s for silos, as 
put forth by a party having one tne past w inter, 
are extravagant, and cannot be sustained In prac­ 
tice. 
SUH. they are w orthy the attention of farm ­ 
ers, and should come into use.—[Juurdal of Chem­ 
istry.

C ond P a s tu re s . 
I t is a fact th at goes w ithout saying th a t good 
pastures are all-im portant to the dairym an. 
In 
m any portions of Ohio and other S tates engaged 
largely In the dairy business the problem of how 
to obtain these good p astu res Is cous.antly pon­ 
dered. 
I t is often rem arked by old tan n ers lit 
these regions th at laud never Is so good for pas­ 
tu re artel It has been ploughed. 
The turf never 
seem s to become so strong again, and the fine 
native grasses which conte hi naturally on the dis­ 
appearance ot Hie forests never retu rn a lte r it has 
been once turned under. 
Tins being the case, 
pa-tures are left year after year In many instances 
as they were when the forests were cleared aw ay 
a third or a hall century ago, notw ithstanding the 
tact th at only a sm all portion of their area Is cov­ 
ered with really good grass. 
In an essay or two 
I propose to inquire som ew hat Into the cause of 
this, and to silages! some rem edies. 
T h at the earth Is constantly undergoing wonder­ 
ful changes is evident to the scientist, and should 
be understood fully by the agriculturist. Rivers 
w ear aw ay the soil, and vegetation absorbs it. 
It 
is estim ated th at the sluggish current of the 
M ississippi river carries to the gulf on an average 
one I' ot In depth of soil over the whole area 
drained by It and its trib u taries once In GOGO 
years. Of course this would seem so slow as to be 
actually Im perceptible, but in the course of forty 
or fifty years the result is quite perceptible, and as 
the m ost fertile of Hie alluvium is taken, the soil 
Is, year by year, rain storm by rain storm , Hood by 
flood, tiiaw ’by thaw, gradually im poverished. 
But this is not the m ost serious Influence th at Is 
acting constantly upon the pastures of our dairy 
country. 
N early all farm ers pay little or no a t­ 
tention to their pastures except to “ plough them 
u p ” when they are, lit common parlauc*’, “ run 
out.” 
Now, our theory Is th a t In many sections of 
toe W estern Reserve, a t least, pastures should 
never become “ run out.” and lf they do. from 
neglect or other cause, run out, they should never 
be ploughed up, unless the tim e has come when it 
is desirable to change th a t portion of the farm 
front pasture land to plough or meadow land. The 
n atu ral grow th of gl ass is m uch b etter than that 
obtained by any artificial seeding. 
A lm ost every one m ust have noticed the great 
variety of natural grasses. They are of the most 
hardy nature, and will grow under alm ost any 
conditions. 
Then the new sod, made ot artificial 
aud less hardy grasses, Is sure to “ tram p up” 
readily lu spring and tall, aud the uew grass will 
soon give way to the fhous iud aud one noxious 
weeds th a t take root in the freshly-m ade boot­ 
prints and elsew here. 
But some one may inquire 
now to get rid of the elders, teasles and under­ 
brush th a t are certain to m ake th eir appearance 
on Im poverished soil. 
I answ er th at they should 
never be perm itted to get so m uch of a start th at 
they cannot be readily m astered and the soil recu­ 
perated and fertilized. 
But lf they do, and It Is 
considered absolutely necessary to plough, the 
great utility of Hie virgin soil for pasture land Is 
gone for many years, lf not forever. 
B ut how do 
tne pastures get in tins bad w ay? 
J lie m istake ttiat Is m ost irequently m ade Is rn 
overstocking the pastures. 
A pasture will this 
year keep a num ber more cows than some other 
year which Is very dry. 
Blit the usual way Is to 
stock a pasture with the usual m axim um num ber 
of cows for a good year,and then wheu th edrougth 
conn s on. Hie good and delicious grasses arc eaten 
down Into the earth until the hot, parching sun 
kills the very roots. 
Then comes In all m anner of 
vicious tilings like elders, rag weed, underbrush, 
aud m any other things having a tendency to re­ 
turn the land to its wild state and reclaim it front 
the abuses that have been practised upon It. This 
comes from the fact tnat all tilings in nature feud 
to cure them selves in so fa r as they are able so to 
do. 
I ii m any cases the best th at could possibly be 
done would be to let such lands go wild aud grow 
up to forest again, as it will never he good pasture 
in its p res-tit condition. 
Some authorities would 
hold tiiat It Is better to let a poor pasture retu rn 
to forest again t titan to plogh it. 
No one who has never tried w hat can be done bv 
renovating and properly stocking pastures has 
any idea of how much m ore can be done with the 
sam e acreage than now is generally accom plished. 
Many pastures are half or three-quarters covered 
with blackberry ana raspberry bushes, elders and 
other underbrush, which are of no use w hatever 
as pasture, ana yet Hie sam e am ount of tax es are 
paid ou the acres so covered as ou the pond land; 


tin- first cost of this land Is as m uch, and the 
product Is zero. 
If a pasture of fifty acres half 
covered with brush, as described above, will fu r­ 
nish pasture fbr ten cows, the sam e am ount of 
land all In good, sw eet grasses would furnish pas­ 
ture for tw enty cows. 
Is it not wortli w hile to 
ascertain how Hie utility of the soil can th u s be 
doubled?—[Ohio F arm er. 


R a is m e Y o u n g M u les. 
W here land Is not too high, and pasturage good 
as well as cheap, keeping good m ares, from which 
young mules can be raised, is certainly a profitable 
business; especially so w here corn an a hay are 
grown on Hie farm , and the m ares can be profita­ 
bly w orked at lta s t p a rt of the year. 
W ith a liberal supply of corn fodder for w inter 
feeding, aud a good pasture, w ith hay and corn 
during tho coldest w eather, and when a t work 
ibis branch of farm ing is not only easy, but cer­ 
tain and profitable. 
A m are in good condition, 
not counting pasturage, can De kept for $8 a year. 
Service of jack

keep, there is left tv good margin for profit, 
Or, lf 
we count the Interest on (the money Invested In 
the m are, st ill we have ti good profit iett. 
The 
difference paid for young mules show# tw o facts; 
first, the im portance of a good sire or jack, and 
the oilier of a well-formed m are. It certainly costs 
no more money to keep a well-formed anim al than 
it does to keep a poor one. Of course, a t the start, 
one may require a som ew hat larger outlay of 
mom y, and in this way, ll we count the interest 
on the money invested, cause young mules 
to 
cost a trifle m ote m an if cheaper annuals were 
used. 
But tliis is more than com pensated for by 
the larger price the colt will bring. 
The differ­ 
ence betw een a m are th a t will bring a mule that 
only sells for the lowest price here al w eaning 
tim e, $25, and one th a t brings a mule th at will 
sell for $50, the highest generally obtained, would 
in .ke quite an item In the am ount of profit to be 
derived from lier keep, and especially w here the 
sam e anim als are k ept quite a num ber of years for 
tills purpose, as Is often the case. 
A ud this is not all; the mule will him self pay 
handsom ely for Keeping. 
Mules a year old, th at 
are broken to the 1 aT er, sa th at they can be led, 
bring from $80 to $100. 
When tw o years old, and 
broken to the wagon as well as satiate, $100 to 
$125 is the general price, 
(lf course a p air-o f 
w ell-m atched m ules, well broken to harness, at 
three or four years, will sell all the way from $300 
to $500, depending upon tiieir color, form, size, 
etc. 
And ti:tx difference is, in nearly alidades, the 
result of the difference between good and poor 
jacks, a-* well as good and poor m ares. One other 
point m ust alw ays be taken in to .account In this 
work, and th a t Is in having m ares th at are sure 
breeders.—[P rairie Farm er. 


H ow to Feed Y o u n g C h ic k s . 
A t the early stage hard-boiled eggs arc whole­ 
some ana nourishing for them . 
But unless eggs 
are plenty and cheap, they are an expensive feed, 
and not a t all indispensable. 
B read-crum bs, dry 
or soaked in m ilk, will answ er very well for the 
first feeding. 
As a staple food for tne first few 
w eeks some breeders recom m end w heat-bran and 
coarse coru-incal In equal parts. 
This should be 
either scalded or cooked, and fell to them In a 
d umbly stale. 
It is well, occasionally, to cook 
Hie m eal with m eat scraps from the tank*, or to 
put in a llttie grease of some sort. 
Bolled pota­ 
toes, cabbage chopped tine, m eat raw or cooked, 
am i table scraps—all will 
be relished by the 
little 
birds, and 
will 
help 
them to grow. 
Tills variety is 
m ote essential 
in 
the early 
spring, 
before 
the 
grass 
and 
insects 
appear. 
C racked 
corn, 
dry, 
and 
whole 
w heat are both excellent articles of food. 
These 
may be alternated with Hie m eal aud bran m en­ 
tioned above, feeding each three tim es a day. 
In 
cold, w et w eather a llttie red pepper m ay be used 
iii the m orning m eal to advantage. 
The im perial 
Egg-Food is also a capital stim ulant for youug 
and growing stock, when used m oderately aud 
with Judgm ent. Kite food for young chicks should 
be ut the verv licst, not necessarily strong uud 
highly stliniutlng, for such would engender dis­ 
ease, but It should be of such a kind and quality 
as will cause a healthy grow th and natural devel­ 
opm ent. This is th e true system of feeding chicks 
Buret ssful y, and should be practiced by all Who 
expect to raise a large percentage of their young 
Dnus, and a t the sam e tune have them strong aud 
vigorous. 
W hile the quality and kind of food 
given 
is 
of 
the 
utm ost 
im portance, regu­ 
larity! in the tim e of; feeding, 
and 
irequency, 
lias much to do with success, 
very young chicks 
cannot consum e enough food at a single leading to 
last them for several hours, as their crops are 
small, their grow th rapid, and Hie dem and for ma­ 
terial proportionately active, and to compel them 
to w att from morn till eve, us is done In some 
cares, is not only cruel, but w orks greatly to the 
disadvantage and loss of Hie breeder. 
Even feed­ 
ing thret*Tlm es.aaily is not enough for the young, 
tender and dow ny chick#, and it they, are fed a t 
m orn, noon and eve, and then once betw eentim es, 
m aking live leeds dally In all, and even m ore fre­ 
quently duriug the first ten days, you wilt find th at 
they will tin ive m uch better, will grow faster and 
develop sooner. 


S h eep . 
F ro fltIn sheep husbandry m eans tho m ost gen­ 
erous and judicious feeding and care, carried out 
in every part of Hie system . W hen this is done, 
so far from sheep being unprofitable upon our 
high-priced lands, it is doubtful if any o th er an i­ 
m al pays so well. 
In England, It has been said 
th at, on lands w orth $300 to $500 per acre, fer­ 
tility can be m ore profitably kept up w ith sheep 
than any other stock. 
D airy stock, for Instance, 
carry on much m ore in the milk alone th an sheep 
in ail ways, besides taking as muon to build Hie 
bones and grow 
their bodies. The w aste of 
pnosphates is much more rapid in dairying than 
sheep husbandry. 
If, then, sneep may br fed to 
profit In England on land worth $400 Der acre, 
we should not be deterred from sheep-feeding on 
lands worth $50 to $150 per acre. E ngland Is 
conquered peculiarly a beef-eating country; but 
yet tuc best m utton brings higher price th.in be< f. 
Our large cities and m anufacturing tow ns are 
constantly increasing their dem and for good m ut­ 
ton, and this dem and is likely to increase as fast 
as the production. 
If we should feed a large 
num ber of sheen per hundred acres lu the Middle 
and E astern S tates, as does G reat B ritain, the 
desire for em igration from ttiese States to more 
fertile lands of the W est would soon cease.

W hen we invent a .m achine th a t will success­ 
fully separate the valuable from the useless fibre 
of the jute plant, and a m achine th at will reel 
silk, we may hope to com pete with the cheap labor 
of other countries employed lu doing this work. 
The real borne Is lit the country, and it is some­ 
thing w ore Hutu a dwelling. 
T he fields aud trees 


around it are p art of It. and the views from it of 
Hie landscape anil of distant m ountains, perhaps, 
m ake It unlike any oilier place iii the world. 
The 
country nome, w ith its fixity of surroundings, has 
usually some m easure of perm anence, and the 
social life form ed there is under Hie favorable 
conditions of old family associations. 
T he nome 
which it m akes Is the best thing of farm life. 
As 
there is no sudden or great accum ulation of 
w ealth, the family is free from th a t discontent 
which usually comes with sudden or m eal acqui­ 
sition. 
It is one of the com pensations of their 
condition th at the farm er’s family is in th at "fixity 
of surroundings” winch favors their highest cul­ 
ture. 
lf you need a large su p p ly of currants, goose­ 
berries. etc., now Is a good time to m ake additions 
by dividing Ute roots. 
Ail old, dead wood should 
be cut aw ay, m anure applied aud Mile roots dug 
about so .is to gel the grass out. R aspberries 
should receive au application of m anure, and Jet 
ll be m ixed with Hie sol: about th e m ; and also re­ 
move all old can es. 
Mules are m uch more econom ical than horses 
for farm work. 
They eat one-half less, will do as 
much work, and will live halt as long again. 
It I# more profitable to dispose of cattle a t two 
years old than to keep them till they are three 
years old. 
Early m aturity is the w atchw ord of 
successful stock growing. 
A y ear’s experience with broad wagon wheels 
is conclusive as to their value. 
A four-inch tire 
will carry two tons over soft ground with greater 
ease to a team than a two and a hall inch lire will 
carry one ton. 
The wheels are not so much 
strained by stones and tough track s on the road, 
aud the road is 
not cut up, hut, on tho con­ 
trary , Is packed down and keeps smooth. 
Tile 
prevalent idea th a t the drau g h t is Increased bv 
W i d e n i n g the tire is altogether baseless; on the 
contrary, a wide tire reduces the draught. 'Tile 
ex tra cost of the tire is ie p a ld m any tim es over 
every year in the ex tra work th a t eau be done by 
a team . 
Tobacco is a universal Insecticide. It kills ticks 
upon slice)); 
the troublesom e scab Insect; It 
regulates species which produces m ange aud Itch; 
lice, fleas, and all other insects, parasites which 
likest and annoy anim als; and roo; lice, leaf lice, 
and all other te sts winch injure plants. 
Ju st at 
tilts season an application of tine tobacco dust or 
snuff may be used effectively to relieve ca ves and 
fowis from Hie verm in which keeps them poor and 
w retched, and a decoction of tobacco, applied to 
house or garden plants with a brush, will destroy 
the pestiferous green fly and all oilier Insects winch 
latest them. 
’Hie sam e liquid may also be poured 
around tite.roots of house plants th at are infested 
with the larvae of a sm all black fly th at may be 
lound In m e pot* and upon Ute soil in them . 
A w aterproi f branding ink, good for m arking 
sheep: Shellac, tw o ou n ces; water, tw enty-four 
ounces; gum -uiaoic, two ounces; latupDlucK, suf­ 
ficient. Boil the borax anil shellac I ti w ater till 
1 hey are dissolved, and w ithdraw from the tire. 
When the solution become* co d com plete twenty- 
live ounces w ith w ater and add lam pblack enough 
to firing Hie preparation to a suitable consistency. 
W hen it. is to he used with a stencil ii m ust he 
made thicker than when it is applied with a brush. 
Tin* above gives a black ink. 
For red ink substi­ 
tute Venetian red for lam pblack; for bitte, ultra- 
m arine, and fur green, a m ixture of ultram arine 
and enroute yellow. 
‘•Heifers th at breed young generally m ake th e 
b e stro w s at m aturity, 
lf a heifer tuts a sinai 
bag when she calves,it will Increase w ith age, and 
when site Is a t middle age she Is altogether betti r 
than one th at Is kept back until site is a cow In - 
fore siie breeds, One three years old before si e 
breeds may do well the first season, but nevi r 
doe* well again. 
The vouug heifer will beg n 
small, and do best at ma urity. These conclusions 
are arrived at atter more 1 tan fifty years’ practical 
experience. 
I have known a heifer to drop a 
healthy calf three d iy s before she was twelve 
m onths old, aud she had no unusual trouble, and 
was as well and healthy as any cow. 
I am the 
ow ner of a cow th a t dropped lier first calf at 
seventeen m ontlis old, aud was alw ays sm all or 
lier age. 
She has alw ays done well, and never 
needed the ald of a v eterinary surgeon.” 
Milk fever is one of the danger* to which dairy 
cows are exposed, especially am ong those th at are 
fed high and crow ded for m ilk. 
Ox course cases 
of fever will occur w here there has been no nigh 
feeding; the w riter lost a line-tuade shorthorn in 
June whose only ration was w hat grass site 
gathered in the p astu re, though she had cornm eal 
before she left tile stable. 
She w as in good con- 
clition, and the second best cow in a b ird of 
twenty-five. E xperienced breeders and feeders ape 
all but unanim ous in their opinion th at high, injudi­ 
cious feeding 
some weeks bel ole the calf is 
dropped is Hie cause of nlne-tentlis of the milk 
f< vet- Iii the country. 
It Is a very difficult thing 
to ra m an who loves flue stock, and who knows Hie 
value of generous feeding, to put Iks favoi lie cows 
on short rations and see them lose flesh, bu t that 
is generally the only safe way. 
F air rations of 
good liny ,1 0 meal of any kind, but a daily ration 
ot roots, will, In nearly every case, tide over very 
highly ted cows. 
It is the heat-producing in­ 
gredients in the m eal which largely docs the ntis- 
ciih f bv stim ulating the lieut of the anim al. 
lf the cows get lo pasture before they drop th eir 
calves, it will otten stim ulate the m ilk glands to 
such ait exten t as to fill the udder w ith m ilk sev­ 
eral days before calving, 
in such cases the milk 
should he draw n out a t once. Serious injury m ay 
result from Hie long-continued distension ot the 
udder, which becom es painful, or from the absorb­ 
tion of Hie milk hack into the system , poisoning 
the blood by the fever it tak es with It. The better 
the anim al as a milk producer the g reater the 
danger from this cause, which is one reason why 
so many of our fancy anim als die from milk fever. 
These causes enfeeble more constitutions than 
bad breeding or high feeding w ith stim ulating 
food. 
I ii feeding calves by hand g reat care should be 
exer lsed to h iv e the food of the right tem) era- 
lin e—as near.y as possible th a t of milk. fresh from 
Hie u d d er—and to feed often enough to prevent 
the calf from getting excessively hungry, and tlteu 
overeating. 
By neglect 
of 
tne-e precautions 
prom ising calves are often seriously injured, lf 
not kllle.i outrtgnt. 
lf dairym en will experim ent sufficiently close to 
discover, they will generally learn th at their profits 
come from a f> w of their best cows. 
T here are 
but few herds Which do not contain cows which 
aie an actual source ot loss to the owner. 
Don’t pastill e Hie early grass to death. Give It 
tim e to get fairly started. A nim als th a t have come 
tin ouch the w inier are like hum ans, they are ino.e 
or less diseased from torpid action of the secretory’ 
organs. G rass is the best medicine to the world 
for that kind of d iso rd ers; but it is better to use a 
little w heat bran and flaxseed m eal a week or two 
than to Injure the grass crop by b eg ettin g to re­ 
move it too early. 
, 
For sum m er dairying, give abundance of good 
clean pasturage, that Is free from weed and lout 
grasses, adding a ration of bran m ixed with corn 
meal for their evening’s dessert, not forgetting to 
provide a plentiful supply of pure w aler, accessible 
at ail times. 
T here is a young lady living w hose father died 
seven years ago, leaving ber as her portion of his 
estate one three-year-old Heifer. 
Since then she 
has sold $208 worth of cattle, and has on hand 
ten nice ones. 
She still owns Hie one lier fath er 
gave her, and considers her the hest milch cow lit 
the county. 
I t is needless to say the cow is not 
for sale. 
In washing wooden dairy utensils use first hot 
w ater, then cold, amt lastly hot. See th a t they are 
well dried. 
Do not forget th at swine require green food as 
other anim als, lf you do not wish to tu rn them 
loose feed It to them In the pen. 
T h at which they 
get lit ordinary “ sw ill” Is som etim es uot enough. 
Sheep breeders have ascertained th at m utton 
pays better than wool, and th a t fat lam bs are 
m ore profitable than m utton. 
N ever feed your fowls dam aged grain or tainted 
food. See th a t the w ater they drink is clean and 
good. 
Overfeeding Is an error of which am ateurs are 
only too liable. 
I t renders fowls not omy indolent 
but unhealthy. 
As liens require a deal of w ater, drinking a 
small quantity a t a tim e, it should he kept sup­ 
plied abundantly, and kept clean and fresh. 
N ever use a cock th at is a cross. The lien m ay 
be a cross, but the cock should be lune and with­ 
out blemish. The m ales exercise the stronger in­ 
fluence on the chicks, aud lf the cock is tainted 
with the slightest infusion of foreign blood the 
chicks will “ throw back” ann be of all sizi-s, col­ 
ors and characteristics. For m arket clucks a 
good Plym outh Rock cock will Im press lits quali­ 
ties on cnlcks from all kinds of hens, every one 
being alike in color and nearly of a size. 
The toots of an acre of good clover contain as 
much nitrogen as 800 pound* of Peruvian guano. 
The roots of clover penetrate a great depth into 
the earth by the end of its second year’s growth. 
It is a biennial plant, and lf allowed to stand more 
than two years some few bare spots may appear 
in the field. 
But two years is about the prppt r 
time for a field to rem ain in clover under a system 
of crop rotation iii farm ing. 
This nitrogen Is ju st 
what a w heat crop needs, and it get* it from the 
soil. Clover colletfts it from the atm osphere, apa 
conveys it. through the roots into the soil. 
Tills is 
the explanation of the fact th a t a farm er is alm ost 
sure of a flue w heat crop lf sown after clover. 
R egarding the right de th to run the plough, all 
the circum stances m ust be considered. If we have 
m anure enough to fertilize an acre to the depth of 
four inches, it will be less than half enough to fer­ 
tilize eight inches deep, for the under stra ta is 
alw ays poorer than the upper one, unless some 
previous deep ploughing bas reversed Hie natural 
order of things. 
And if it has, nature does its 
utm ost to restore tho tru e order. 
It Is uot only 
th at natural m anuring is alw ays on the surface, but 
lit dry w eather and oh dry soils fertility generally 
tends tow ard light and air. 
This argum ent, of 
course, does not apply to prairie soil a yard deep, 
but to such as we Aud lit the E astern, Middle aud 
Southern Slates. 
Early beets are am ong tho plants th a t may be 
started early ; and, In tact, the seed alw ays comes 
the best when planted early. 
In preparing Hie 
land for beets Ute best of m anure should be us«'d, 
and applied w ith a liberal band, for to get beets 
by July I lite plants m ust have som ething to force 
them . 
Do not plant trees In the garden. 
They will not 
only shade the growing crops to their detrim ent, 
but, w hat is worse, will secure their own nourish­ 
m ent al the expense of the garden, robbing the 
vegetables and plants of Hie elem ents of fertility. 
It is not difficult to m ake two farm s out of one. 
The way to do it is to double its capacity—double 
Its products. Good tile drainage is indispensable, 
good m anuring, proper rotation of crops, plenty of 
grass and stock. 
M ost of the la:tilers In the 
country could have lite lr products Doubled by a 
better system of tan n in g ; but underuratuiug, on 
m ost farm s, Is indispensable to develop their 
greatest capacity. 
It is now welt understood th at by good judg­ 
m ent cultivation m aybe m ade to aid iii keeping 
m oisture In Hie soil. A W estern man, alte r a num ­ 
ber of expeilm ents, recom m ends as follows: Give 
deep eultuie early iii the season, and shallow and 
repeated culture late lu the sum m er, I plough 
deeply a t first, pud use a cultivator th a t only 
lightly stirs the surface afterw ards.

A s the w arm w eather approaches and spring 
m erges suddenly into sum m er heat, fans become 
an absolute necessity as p a rt of a ladies’ toilet, 
and very dainty accessories they often are when 
w orks of a rt or curiosity. 
M any p refer decorating 
their own fans with designs pleasing to them selves, 
and this is not difficult, aud is veiy fascinating. 
Flow ers, birds, butterflies or m onogram s are all 
pretty subjects, and can be arranged as simply or 
elaborately as one wishes, though sim plicity of 
design is the b etter choice, as failure is less prob­ 
able. 
The fan may be m ounted or unm ounted, 
though less difficulty will be experienced if the 
m ounting is done a fter the satin has been painted, 
but is, perhaps, rallier m ore expensive, 
l ’ur- 
chase a w hite 
satin 
fan,

T he fan is first opened lo its full extent, 
pinned securely to a hoard, on which it m ust be 
left until entirely dry, otherw ise it will be m ined. 
W ith ail atom izer spray the satin all over w ith 
siccattf, a preparation of alcohol and w hite sh el­ 
lac, which inuY he purchased ready for use.

A fter prim ulas are done 
flowering, I ofieti treat them in the same way, 
only I do hoi rem ove them from ti e pols; out th o ­ 
rnily tie sum m ered ill a shady place out th ors 
with the best re su lts; bul if kept iii Uh- house,keep 
tHem whe re it is light, aud do nut let them dry 
off ; they will need w ater once oi twice a week 
throughout Hie season, particularly alter new 
foliage begins to put out 
{should they show a dis 
position to bloom, pinch out Hie flmver-stalks until 
O ctober, lur tin y will be viny Inferior to those I hat 
develop in w inier. 
I would caution ilm ie who live 
in the colder sections ot the country not lo lie iii a 
hurry to reino e th eir plants from lite pot* to tho 
beds, lest limy have an opportunity ut proving th-* 
trite old proverb, “ T o great haste makes w aste,” 
We usually have a cold storm of ram aud s!c*i iii 
May. 
I do not put nullo out until aller lins Htoriii 
lias passed by, au d lim more lender varieties nut 
until tim ills, ol June. 
Tills may sound strange to 
friends of toe “ {sunny South,” or w arm er clim ates, 
w here they nave bm three seasons; one long, long 
Hummer, and then autum n readies over aud clasps 
tim hand ut spring. 
Perhaps they can b etter realize our N orthern 
w inter when I tell them ut Hits writing, M ardi l l , 
we have betw een th ree aud tour feel of snow on a 
level, to say nothing of Hie huge drills around 
about buildings aud corners. 
Putting plains la 
Hie ground when the soil is cold aud Wet is often 
so great a shock to Hie tender rootlets th ai it 
takes halt Hie sum m er lo recover I rom the injury; 
when, if we had w ailed perhaps two weeks longer 
before bedding them out, lim earth would ir.ve 
been more congenial, and there would not ho th at 
cessation cl grow th which i* sometimes so annoy­ 
ing when arranged for special im. pose. If our beds 
have a southern exposure, or arc not shaded by trees 
and shrubbery, they wi.l ot coarse gel warm ed up 
earlier than if excluded pal tiillyfloni the sun’srays. 
However, May is none loo early to uncover qui­ 
ll inly plants and lighten tho canli about them , 
and work Into the soil some old m anure to give 
them Im petus. 
Aud our shrubs will need trim ­ 
m ing; all dead braunites should he cut away, aud 
others pruned until sym m etrical, for aw kw ard- 
growing shrubs, although iliey may bear pretty 
flowers, do not ii.ive a hue effect in our yards or 
garden. 
Now, while I would exercise caution Iii 
lem oviug plants nom a warm room to the around 
iii May, I would recommend planting the hardier 
varieties ot flower see..s. like Hie astor, pansy, 
dianthus, etc., ibis m outh, for I think they .ne 
su rer to germ inate than if we wait until tim soil 
is drier. All fine seeds I sow iii boxes of cai til. 
for they are liable to get covered too deep or 
washed out by heavy rains ll sown directly in Hie 
ground. 
And It is a good way to sow everlast­ 
ings, and transplant to bids, for they will not 
grow readily ii the soil is dry ; and, somehow, we 
are not so afd lo neglect to w ater seed-boxes as 
beds aud borders, and so m any fail to m ake tne 
different vat lottos of everlasting* germ inate. 
I ut 
iHey will not fall to grow if we keep the soil m oist; 
tills is the secret ot growing them successfully. 
A tter tlicyihave been tr.uispiated to the b els they 
should be w atered until limy get a firm hold of tim 
earth. 
A fter lins they will lake care ot them ­ 
selves, unless the season is a very dry o.ic. And 
w hat is tin e of the everlasting is true of many 
other flower se.

T he prospect of a possible change Iii Hie political 


com plexion of the national governm ent has stirred 


up the Republican m achine m anagers, and caused 


them to dig lip the civil service law to find out how 


many years in prison they are likely to get for 


violating it. 
Tne congressional and national com­ 


m ittees liave discovered a section of Hie law 


passed last year which reads as follows: 


“ No senator or representative

either house, and no executive, judicial, m ilitary 
or naval officer of the United States, and no clerk 
or employe of any departm ent of the governm ent 
of the United States shall, directly or indirectly, 
solicit or receive,or in any m anner be concerned in 
soliciting aud receiving, any assessm ent, subscrip­ 
tion or conm buiiou for any political purpose 
w hatever from any officer, clerk or employe of the 
United States, or from any person receiving com ­ 
pensation from any moneys derived from tho 
treasury of tho U nited States.” 
Section l f of tile sam e aet is a repetition of the 
foregoing, but applies only to congressm en, who 
are prop i ii ted from receiving money or any valu­ 
able tiling from any officer or employe of tim 
government. 
Section lo m akes tile penalty for the violation 
of these sections #501)0 fine arid im prisonm ent in 
tim penitentiary for five years. 


As the congressional com m ittee is com posed en­ 


tirely of congii ssmen and senators, the receiving 


of a contribution from anybody in the governm ent 


service by the treasu rer would give the chairm an 


an opportunity to adjourn the com m ittee, to m eet 


in the penitentiary for a five years’ session. 


Tile Republicans do not see how to evade Hie 


law tins year, and the com m ittees have decided 
th at F ederal officeholders who arc m em bers of 


cam paign com m ittees should a t once resign to 


save them selves from the penitentiary.

If

Hic tariff commission there would have been 
ground for objection to the horizontal method. 
But the Republican party which had the revision 
of 1883 in charge Is bound to assum e th a t th a t 
reduction left the custom s duties right relative 
to cack other. 
Of course it is a well-known 
fact th a t th a t revision did not succeed in re­ 
ducing the revenue in 
the net result, 
and 
if ll did not result In fixing tile duties a t 
a proper 
rate 
relative 
to 
each other, as 
now confessed th at It was a double and most 
egregious failure. 
H ie 
proposition to reduce 
duties by a fixed and even ra te per cent, proceeds 
on Hie supposition th a t Hie duties, being now ad­ 
justed right as regards each other, can be best re­ 
duced by an even reduction per cent. 
But the 
Republicans Im m ediately m ade haste to deny th at 
this was so, thus im peaching th eir own w ork in 
1883.

Som ething of the feeling and m otive of the thief 
is in every m an who begins to speculate in stocks 
or by m argins in anything. 
Som ething of that 
sam e thief is in Hie man who lays his first coin 
upon Hie sw eat cloth. The thing bad begun m akes 
bad Itself by ill. 
T hat is. the thing Idly started 
becom es wicked bv evil perseverance. 
How Is this proved 
In 
the case of young 
Mr. 
Eno, 
but 
yesterday 
president 
of 
the 
Second N ational 
Bauk. 
He 
Is 
the 
son 
of 
a successful New England father, who cam e from 
a C onnecticut tow nship northw est of H artford, 
across the river, and was kiu or neighbor of the 
large Phelps fam ily. 
Eno aud Phelps becam e dry 
goods m erchants, made fortunes and went, the 
one into coal railroads, tile other Into real estate. 
T he Fifth Avenue Hotel was the luckiest of Kuo’s 
building ventures. 
It pays $250,000 rent. 
He 
took one son and made him m s real estate agent, 
a t a salary finally of $10,000 a year, put another 
into the presidency of Hie bank under th e hotel, 
and retired him self on a supposed fortune of $20,- 
000,000. 
But the F ifth Avenue H otel w as beset by 
brokers and speculators, m any of whom kept 
money in Hie bank. 
Young Eno was draw n into 
one of their stew s and given a “ point’’ to perdi­ 
tion. 
He was acquainted with cousins, etc., who 
had large investm ents in railroads. 
These, natur­ 
ally, talked up their railw ay properly, Its cer­ 
tain rise, etc. 
Feeling Hie consanguinity of fam ­ 
ily money and pluck, tile young president of the 
hank contenued against Hie general belief th at 
prices w ere too high. He gam bled on lits faith. 
Faith is a good tiling tor everything but gam bling 
—and gambolling. 
The m arket broke young Eno, 
and he broke tile bank, and Hie discovery of the 
bank alm ost breaking nearly broke New York. 
“ It Eno Is not Keno. I know !” exclaim ed nubile 
opinion. 
“ J w ant my money out of any bank th at 
has got it, because all these bank presidents arc 
alike,—all w ant a million instead of $10,000 a 
y ear.” 
Poor old Mr. Eno had to run bis hand into ills 
w easel skin bag and bring ou t—some say §2,000.- 
000, others say $3,500,000. Ile had to pay h ick 
from eight years’ to fifteen years’ ren t of Ids hotel, 
alt because his son w anted a million in stead of a 
square meal. 
Why cam e the run on tile banks? 
Because the people believed th a t speculation 
had replaced good habits. 
T he banks had all been 
certifying checks. 
W hat for? 
To encourage speculation. 
A certified check m eans th a t Smith lias got 
bonds, stocks, etc., iii our vaults, euough to m eet 
tlds check. 
We guarantee him iii his gam bling 
perattous witii you. 
A fter the operations of F erdinand W ard Hie 
banks stopped certifying checks. 
T h at signified 
th a t "w e don’t believe his securities are worth 
enough to take Hie risk. 
His securities are away 
down, and there is a run on us for real m oney.” 
So the stock gam bler broke Ins broker, instead 
of breaking the bank. 
George I. Honey shut up his w indow ,as th a t good 
m an Noah siiul up the window of Hie a rk aud 
w ent sailing around. 
G eorge I. Seney was a preacher’s son. 
F erdinand W ard was a preacher’s son. 
T heir fathers took a great deal of pride in these 
young men. 
N ot because they had becom e sincere C hris­ 
tians. 
Or preachers. 
But because they had laid up treasure on earth. 
By gam bling. 
Do you w onder th a t we w ant a religious shaking 
up? 
P reachers w ant to stop gam bling and curbstone 
broking aud insurance soliciting and m arrying 
ricli women, so us to be doubly unctuous. 
T hou canst not serve God and m am m on! 
Do you h ear it? 
Honey split Hie difference. 
H e bad read : “ Go 
and Neil all th a t thou hast, and give it to Hie poor, 
and come aud tollow m e.” 
l i e G ave the Spilt* to th e Lord. 
W hen the cards cam e out together, ace and ace, 
he endowed a college. 
A t other tim es lie paid the better. 
Or he took the b etter’s chips. 
G enerally ne preferred the take. 
A few hundred will rise up to call him blessed. 
Several thousand will tell him to go to —never 
m ind. 
it Is a long way up M ount Seney. 
B ut you can slide down the reverse side of 
M ount Seney like one of H annibal's elephants. 
H e ju st swallowed his trunk aud his tail aud 
bounced down Hie Ains like an india ruboer ball. 
Somebody else won the rubber. 
A fter all, Ferdinand W ard was the m ore candid 
bird of Hie two. 
He bought castles in Spain aud 
m ade a blind pool in them . 
H e thought they were 
there. 
Seney only paralleled other people’s railroads. 
Like H orace Bol ter. 
Behold the fate of Tom M urphy, U. S. G rant, 
H orace Porter, O. K. Babcock, Adam Cadeau, J. 
B. Chaffee, etc. 
T he Stalw arts have gone into the sam e hole they 
cam e out of. 
G eorge F. Edm unds is near th a t hole. 
Young Mr. Elm was the treasu rer of tho Civil 
Service Reform Association. 
T hat deposit Isn’t worth much. 
In Hie due order ol tilings C hester A. A rthur 
ought to go. 
Is it Jim Blaine, or Jo h n Sherm an, or Bob Lin­ 
coln? 
Or is it Thom as F. B ayard? 
Or B enjam in F. B utler? 
T h e P re s id e n t or ihe M arin e H an k . 
The 
failure 
of 
G ran t 
Si W ard has ex­ 
cited 
m uch 
w onder 
and 
com m ent. 
Mr. 
Fish, the president of the M arine B ank, cam e 
from M ystic, Conn., and iii the list of ills share­ 
holders in tile bank appear Hie nam es of num bers 
of people from M ystic, Stonington 
and that 
region, who have had financial dealings w ith him 
ever since lie entered into business. 
H is own 
fam ily, to Hie extent of 
bis brothers, sons, 
daughters, 
cousins 
and 
general connections, 
were 
shareholders 
in 
his 
bank 
to 
Hie 
last and their nam es appear am ong the victim s. 
He was not a man of extensive reading, and most 
of the literatu re lie knew about lie derived I rom 
Hie stage. 
W hen he cam e to New York lie was a 
young m arried man and Hie plays fascinate^ him. 
Ile was a nightly visitor a t old th eatres which 
have now expired. 
M ary Taylor, a stock actress 
of grace and beauty In lier day, was ins personal 
friend, aud 
he has hanging in 
his private 
room s over the hank an old daguerreotype or 
am brotype of lier. 
Ile told me th at when she 
ma: lied some gentlem an in, California tie went to 
see her toe day before and ielt alm ost as much 
distressed as ii she, had jilted him, though lie was 
then a m arried man. John Brougham , Dunn Hie 
singer aud many others w ere friends of Mr. Fish, 
and borrowed money from iiiin when in distress. 
A lthough 
he 
belonged 
to 
an 
old Puritan 
family 
which cam e to 
M assachusetts 
at an 
early date, settling 
I think on Cape Cod, lie 
was an ti-P uritan in his views. 
He liked Charles I. 
b etter than Cromwell, favored modern tim es, and 
nevertheless ins bushless instincts were quiet and 
conservative. 
I hardly think th at he was a man 
ol very wide abilities, blit lie was devoted lo Ids 
business and attended to it during business hours, 
or from 9 in Ihe m orning to 5 or 0 in the evening, 
uninterruptedly. 
In Hie evenings lie generally 
w ent to the theatre, and tile Casino, a costly con­ 
cern 
at 
Hie 
corner 
of 
Tlurty-ulnth 
street 
and 
Broadw ay, 
ne 
and 
W ard 
m aintained 
by 
controlling 
the 
bonus. 
It 
cost 
about 
§300.0uu, aud they had som ething like $100,000 
Invested there. 
W ard told me last Decem ber 
that Mr. Fisli could tire hun out with Hie theatre, 
th at Fish could go night after night to see the 
sam e piece, delighted with the singing aud Hie 
scene, and Hie people. 
Mr. Fish believes th at 
W ard entered quietly and silently on a career of 
scoundrellsni. 
That, having established a good 
reputation, made money tor other persons, con­ 
nected him self well in business, both with the 
G rant family and w ith Fish, lie then began to 
think of some way to use ids influence to draw 
money, possibly with the idea of doing some huge 
speculation with ail Hint excess of capital. 
Mr. 
Fish explicitly expressed it th a t W ard’s acetin- 
drellsm had nulled him. 
I asked hun about 
Hie 
blind 
pool, 
saying 
th at

thought 
the 
people 
ought 
to 
know 
w hat it 
was. 
Ile told me th at several years ago Mr. W ard 
claim ed to have got a contract by pushing Ids per­ 
sonal influence quietly, to provide the institutions 
of New York City with Hour and oilier supplies. 
This brought no scandal, and therefore, when 
W ard cam e to him, several years later, aud said 
th at it would be a good tiling to go into govern­ 
m ent supplies, and that tile G rants and their con­ 
nections who had been politicians could help in 
the m atter, Mr. Fish says it gave bim no further 
concern because lie 
Suppoied t h a t W a u l K n e w W h a t l i e Wa* 
A bout All the Time. 
Ile was occasionally taken up to the business 
house of G rant Si W ard, which is on Broadway at 
the corner of Wall street, while Hie M arine Bank 
is on W all street a t the corner of Pearl, a third of 
a mile distant. Fish rem ained til ihe M arine Hank 
(luring all business hours, sitiing in the presi­ 
d en t’s 
office 
wliere 
lie 
had 
a 
secretary. 
and ids eldest son was Hie confidential m an 
there, who kept Hie door and had a desk in the 
m ain bank at tile entrance to Hie private room. In 
this private room were large pictures in passel of 
Genera* G rant, Hie late Mr. Seligman, ex-Mayor 
G race, Mr. F ish’s father, and I think once Hie 
picture of John Kelly hung there. 
Iii order to 
be near the bauk Mr. Fish, who has 
twice 


been a widower, bad his room s put in the top 
of the house, and they were nicely ornam ented. 
These rooms w ere not rentable for any general 
purpose, w ere not adapted for law yers’ offices or 
md* ed anything but lodging. Oil the floor below 
was some Kind of seam en’s benevolent society 
which probably gave a tract a yeaiv to a seam an, 
T here also, or near by, was one of the receivers' 
offices for some Institution which the courts had 
put 
in 
Mr. 
Fish’s 
hands. 
These 
living 
room s 
he 
had 
were 
two 
in 
num ber, 
sm all, 
square rooms 
each 
w ith 
one 
win­ 
dow. 
They had been papered in the m odern 
style and the tu rn itu re was m ahogany, rallier 
pretty, and consisted of a piano, a sideboard and 
antique w riting-desk and bookcase, a table for 
lunch, and perhaps another for ornam ent, and 
there was also a bed, I think a bed th at folded up. 
He generally slept in these room s, and there was 
a janitress in Hie building who looked after his 
com fort. Alm ost every day he would cross tho

W ard’s 
house 
near

breakfast. 
W ard told inc five m onths ago m at ho 
owed everything he h..d in tile world to Fish, who 
had been a second father to hun, had let him tiavo 
m oney to operate and m ake a turn when tie had 
none himself, and th at lie could not say too m uch 
for 
him. 
W ithin 
tho 
past 
two ’ or 
three 
w eeks 
Hie 
M ystic 
apartm ent 
building 
on 
T hirty-ninth street has been finished, and in 
addition 
to 
tile fourteen 
fam ily 
apartm ents 
Iii it there w ere six bachelors’ apartm ents, each 
m ade tip of one room In which was nu alcove for a 
bed and a projecting place which contained a 
bath-tub and closet, and sunk in the w alls was a 
w ardrobe. Tins- one room was the whole apart­ 
m ent now being magnified also into a.gorgeous 
palace of luxury. 
Tile hank which I have de­ 
scribed was Mr. Fish’s m onum ent. He som etim es 
w alked up to Hie corner of Broadway ami looked 
into Hie house of G rant Si W ard, but he was not 
desirous to take on his shoulders any more business 
and regarded W ard as a young giant with a young 
head who could take care of him self lh all em er­ 
gencies. 
W ard had slowly developed from the 
clerk to the secretary of the Produce Exchange 
to he a hanker who kepi his eye on a hundred 
affairs, 
lie was naturally quicker than Mr. Fish 
and belonged to another generation, was one of 
those phenom enal fellows born In our tim e who 
s w how easy financiering was. Mr. (.’bandos 
Fulton said to me yesterday the last tim e lie saw 
Fish and W ard together lie said to Mr. Fish after 
W ard went out: “ I Wouldn’t lose my nervous tem ­ 
peram ent like th at young m an tor all bls m oney.’' 
“ A h,” said Mr. Fish, “ th a t is a g reat m an; th a t is 
a very great m an.” Of course Hie w eakness of 
tins faith Is now palpable to all, hut it was palpa­ 
ble to none three weeks ago. 
Why w ere not all 
these wise people finding som ething out and noti­ 
fying F ish? T he answ er is th a t speculation had 
progress d so fa r th a t W ard had derived such a 
nam e for his success in it th a t people generally 
w ere ready to follow nim. 
W a r d w a* L ik e T illar*!, 
whose exam ple he im itated. 
V lllard made a blind 
pool aud sent a circular to various big bankers, 
saying th at he would like th eir co-operatiou in aa 
enterprise which he could not disclose. 
To every­ 
body’s astonishm ent he raised $8,000,000. 
lie 
m ight have tak eu this jiioney and run to the n o rth 
pole. 
W all It lie bought tire controlling stock lo 
lie 
N orthern 
Facing 
railroad. 
WTien th a t 
tiling happened Mr. Euos. a prom inent b roker 
tiere, 
said 
to 
m e: 
“ T h at 
fellow 
V illard 
is an adventurer.” 
"W hy?” said I. 
“Any m an 
is an adventurer," said lie, “ who can get eight 
m illions of dollars w ithout giving a reason for It.’* 
I thought th at Kilos was a little uncharitable, b u t 
now I begin to see m at a man who asks too m uch 
faith sets a bad exam ple, because W ard also 
said 
to 
people: 
“ I 
will 
pay 
you, 
and 
guarantee to do it, good dividends for 
your 
mouev, 
but 
I cannot 
ju st tell you 
w hat I 
am applying It to.” 
The success of V illard 
w as the cause of W ard’s schem ing. 
Men build oil 
each other as firem en m ake a ladder ot each other 
to go up to burning; buildings. 
I do not see much 
difference betw een tile two failures except th a t 
V illard did apply Hie money to a tangible tiling 
and finally cam e out shoit ten m illions, w hile 
W ard applied the m oney to 
an 
intangible 
tiling aud cam e out short half of ten m illions. 
Mr. 
Fish says 
th at 
when 
he 
w ent 
from 
ins bank up to 
W ard’s 
office 
lie 
several 
tim es saw sitting there ex-politicians, ex-seuators, 
ex-oelegates from tne T erritories, and th ere was 
G eneral G rant and friends of lits, and W ard said: 
to him : "W e are doing first rate in these govern­ 
m ent supplies. 
It is a confidential m atter how I 
get them aud you do not w ant to concern yourself 
w ith It.” 
H ere again people will say : “ Why wa* 
not 
Fish 
more 
scrupulous 
to 
know 
how 
tie 
was 
m aking 
money ?” 
The 
poiut 
is 
well 
taken, 
hut 
the 
financiers 
of 
the 
present day are all of the sam e class. 
Money lf 
not inquisitive. 
You can get it to back up an 
ocean of w hiskey being carried in bond, ns th® 
Louisville banks did, or it will oven support a lot­ 
tery. 
The 
president 
of the bank was blind 
and sborfr-slglued and unconservative in his deal­ 
ings with W ard no doubt, hut w hat is to answ er 
the argum ent of success? H ere was a young m an 
who had never appeared In a disreputable trans­ 
action, 
whose 
dom estic 
life 
was 
next 
to 
perfect, who from poverty had risen to be an im­ 
port nut citizen, who had draw n into business w ith 
nim w ithout any effort, and indeed w ith som a 
resistance on Ills own part, the great general of 
Hie country and our m agistrate for eight years. 
People are willing to see no erro r iii G eneral 
G rant, while at Hie same tim e they are anxious to 
find some flaw in Mr. Fish. I ain better acquainted 
with politicians than business men, and to me it 
seem s that Hie erro r is on G eneral G ran t’s side aa 
much as anyw here. He m ust have known th a t tho 
house where ilia nam e appeared was engaged to 
these governm ent supplies. 
W ard m ust have 
told him the sam e story he told Fish. 
W as it tho 
correct thing tor ex-President G rant to be acting 
as Hie sutler tor the arm y and navy, for the lo - 
diana and the public bureaus? 
If he, as an ex. 
m agistrate, thought th at was the proper business 
to he iii, why should not a Wall street hank presi­ 
dent, who had been nearly all Ids life providing 
oil, flour, mess beef, etc., fur vessels, say: “ Tiles® 
public men ought to know b etter th an I.” 
In­ 
deed this whole m ess has come out of 
V io lu tin e th e P r o p r ie tie s o f T h in z* . 
We take tho son of a m inister, Mr. W ard, an ex. 
president, M r. G rant, all the sons of an ex-prest- 
dent and 
th e president of a bank and throw 
them together and they are all content to live by 
speculation. 
Tile clergym an’s son m ust have vio­ 
lated Hie p arental exam ple. 
The bank presid en t 
had no business in a private speculative firm. Tho 
ex-prestdeut hail no business am ongst W all stre et 
gam blers. Tile whole m atter shows th a t money 
m aking iii our day is regarded as the chief con­ 
cern. 
H ie M arine Bauk fell because W ard had 
been so useful to il by bringing great custom ers 
there like the Erie railroad and Hie city of New 
York, th a t he was m aking m oney for the stock­ 
holders, becam e a director alm ost w ithout an ef­ 
f ort , and then becam e one of tho three censors of 
the bank to criticise its loans. 
It tak es a long 
tim e to establish a ch aracter in Wail street and to 
have kept it up seven years. 
Ferdinand W ard 
has been known for th at period. 
You rem em ber a little fellow by the nam e of 
M oriarty, who was once iii Boston a m essenger or 
clerk to the m ayor or Hie governor? He is a 
rath er small fellow w ith a pink and w hite com- 
plexlon, light hair and, I th in k , a slight Irish ac­ 
cent. 
I saw' him here first three or four years ago, 
and lie was full of schem es, 
lie told me th a t tho 
Rapid Telegraph Company was going to clean out 
Hie W estern Union itself. 
Iii the course of 
tim e 
I 
found th at 
lie 
was tile 
p artn er of 
Jesse G rant, the youngest son of G eneral G ran t. 
T he night after this failure I w ent to Hie Bijou 
O pera House w here there is a blonde burlesque, 
and there I saw M oriarty enjoying him self. A 
day or two afterw ard I asked him i f lie had not 
been Jesse G ran t’s partner. 
He said yes, lie had, 
and th at he had been wiped out by the failure. 
He showed me a check for $5000 signed G rant 5k 
W ard. 
Said I: “ How did such a thing ever happen?” 
"W hy,” said he, “ this m an W ard can p ersu ad e 
anybody Hint black is Willis, 
lf lie w ere to sit 
down now w ith-H ie exam iners of th a t ban k ru p t 
hank and m ake hts statem ent, it would seem to 
ilium perfectly sound.” 
N ot to pursue this subject further, does It not 
seem as if the V illard exam ple has inspired either 
a lunatic or a scam p to soy: " I will have a blind 
pool. too. 
it shall be out yonder in the air, on tho 
plains, som ew here concealed by tne evasions of 
confidentiality. 
I can m ake the money in my 
private speculations to get ou t and pay everybody 
ort some dav.” 
THO financiering of W ard unques­ 
tionably sounds like lunacy or like th at form of 
recklessness hardly to be separated from ft. 
G eneral G rant lias been Hie victim of a certain 
stolid self-love for years. 
M odest in his exterio r, 
correct iii Ids habits, faithful to his friends, he ha* 
never risen to the tru e sensibilities of a g reat 
hero. 
Those who could talk them selves Into hi* 
confidence he trusted. 
Those who respected him 
too m uch to intrude upon him lie did not appreci­ 
ate. 
His first unfortunate connections were w ith 
H orace Porter, G eneral Babcock and T hom as 
M urphy. 
Through these he w ent to Long B ranch 
at the beginning or ins presidency, and m ade his 
home am ong tile brokers, speculators, literary 
Barnum s, etc. 
They gave him a house there. Ill* 
sons had for th eir sum m er com pany these fast 
speculative 
people. 
The 
boys 
naturally 
respected nothing but money. They thought th a t 
a man m ust be rich to deserve consideration. Tho 
general seems to have thought so, too. Eveo M rs. 
G rant, I understand, put lier money into the firm 
of G rant & W ard. 
From w hat I hear, the check 
which paidG rant’s increased capital in the firm wa* 
Mrs. G rant’s. 
W ard never would have had m uch 
of Hie influence aud acquaintance he possesses 
but for G raut. 
It 
m ust be 
said, how ever, 
th a t 
some 
of 
the 
m ost 
pow erful 
allies 
ot th at firm W ard found him self w ithout tho 
help of too G iants. 
He brought in two of tho 
g reatest clients, the city of New York, through IM 
m ayor, com ptroller aud cham berlain, ana tile E rie 
railroad, through some of its executive men. Ho 
turned over to Hie M arine Bank both the Erie rail­ 
road and Hie city. 
He. from w hatever motive, in­ 
vented the Idea of a great blind pool, of which ho 
was the chief, and into it floured the money, not 
of f o o l s only but of the m ost experienced peoplo 
on tile street. 
A friend of mine the oilier day wa* 
exclaim ing this course when I asked him if his 
i auk did not have #40,000 in the paper of G rant 
& W ard, 
lie said yes. and th at lie approved of it, 
•■Well,” said I, "will) your foresight aud hind- 
sight wily did you do th at?” 
"O .” said lie. " I did not suspect th ere was any 
w rong doing, but it had been a subject of talk for 
som e tim e th a t they were m aking ex trao rd in ary 
sum s of m oney in some secret way.”

In his rem arks he m ade m any indirect allu ­ 
sions, apparently, to recent events In the thianclul 
world, but m ade no d irect application. 
T he m en­ 
tion of G eneral G ran t’s nam e In a com plim entary 
m anner evoked, as a t the F riday night lecture, 
a round of applause. 
M r. B eecher's tex t was 
(rom G alatians, VI., I. 2: ‘•Brethren, lf a m an 
be overtaken In a fault, ye who are spiritual re­ 
store such an one In the sp irit of m eekness, con­ 
sidering thyself lest thou also be tem pted. 
Bear 
ye o n e another’s burdens and so fulfil the law of 
C hrist.” 
T he law of C hrist Is the law of universal love, 
and It requires every man to be Interested In every 
m an, and in bls difficulties, to be in sym pathy 
w ith Him and w ith all th e spirit of helpfulness, 
although the act may be beyond our power. 
It 
requires us also to be In sym pathy w ith m en, not 
alone when they are doing right, but when they 
are doing wrong, 
If any m an be overtaken by a 
fault it is a race then, or a battle. 
It im plies th at 
th e 
m an 
is 
conscious of danger, and th at 
lie 
undertook 
to 
escape, 
but 
was 
over­ 
taken. 
Tho 
faults 
ran 
faster 
than 
his 
virtues 
did ; 
the 
enemy, 
w hatever 
it w as, was too quick for him. 
The law excludes 
naturally, thereiore, those th a t seek taulis, th at 
hunt for them , as it were, and do wrong deliber­ 
a te ly ; there Is another category for all s u c h . 
But 
it Implies th a t men are Iu this life seeking on the 
whole to do about rig h t; but they aren ’t able to 
escape, or know that they are In danger, and spite 
ot all Cheir w atchfulness they are surprised. Then 
the apostle says in respect of such, “ Ye th a t are 
spiritual, restore such.” 
Well, this is 
llrlnging the H a tter Clote Uom e. 
P u t him Just w here 
he was before? 
Yes.

Oh, 
no. “ B estore such au’one iii the sp irit of m eek­ 
ness,” and w ith ail a m other’s tender considera­ 
tion. 
And It Is not done vet. 
“ Consider thyself lest 
thou also be tem pted.” Consider w hat an im per­ 
fect creature you are. 
You th at have been sick 
know how to pity those th a t have been sick. 
You 
th a t have been in danger know how to have sym ­ 
pathy w ith men ttiat are iii like danger. 
Arui the 
apostle says: “ W hen another man is in fault be 
very gentle with him. 
P u t him back, and do it so 
gently that, as it were, your hands shall drop 
perfum e while you lay them upon hun. A nd do 
It, too, because tills is being a C hristlau.” 
Our liability to faults depends ou a thousand 
different circum stances. It may he said, how ever, 
th a t our liability Is largely in proportion to Hie 
standard which we propose to ourselves. 
If th e 
stan d ard is high. and Just. Iii proportion as it is 
high, we are liable to come short and m ake errors, 
and so to fall or to stum ble into fauns. A nd then 
com es In also the question of social liabilities. 
A 
child Is w hat he Is partly on account of w hat his 
fath er Is and w hat his m other is. We are w hat we 
are by reason of our sensitive connection with 
T he Group W hieli W e Call Gin- Frieudi. 
We go up with them and we go down with them . 
A m an is m ore or less determ ined In his nature 
and ch aracter by th e city or the town he lives In. 
Nobody can tree. him self from the subtle and per­ 
petual Influences th at work upon the Intelligence, 
upon the conscience, and upon the Ideals of life. 
W e are m em bers of a com plex body, Iii fam ily re ­ 
lation, 
or 
in 
civil 
relation, 
and 
as 
th e 
foot 
cannot 
ache 
without 
Having 
th e whole body ache, and the hand cannot suiter 
and the whom body not stiller, so every man, 
m ore 
or 
less, Is 
so 
connected 
by 
vital 
uerves with the whole com m unity In which he is 
th a t he com es tip with them aud goes down witii 
them , an d he com m its faults simply because lie 
cannot separate him self quick enough, not to go 
as Hie m ultitude is going. 
E arthquakes upset all

th a t It may be said th at no man ever lived hu t the

and me and everybody else. 
“Consider therefore 
yourselves;” We are all of us In a drove. 
We are 
all of us of one nature, in tho one world, under 
the one system , aud there Is not a m an th a t lives 
th a t does not 
Commit Faults Every D ay of Hi* L ife. 
They m ay not be of tile severest Kind. 
They 
m ay not be the faults you dislike Hie most. 
You 
com m it them —not as your neighbor does—hut iii 
your own way. 
Everybody does, and everybody 
therefore is dependent upon the charity and the 
goodw ill of his neighbor for him self; aud the

W hat he w ants is balm, quiet. 
Complain of him 
afterw ard. 
W hat if tho Good Sam aritan Had said 
to the man th a t w ent dow u Horn Jerusalem lo 
Jericho, You fool, you; w hat did you go down this 
way for? D idn't you know th at it was Infested 
w ith robbers? W hen a man h a s com m uted a fault, 
wlille you attem pt to repair tile fault Itself, it it 
Is one that injures his reputation, try to cover, to 
hide. A nd th a t is one of the very virtues of 
secretiveness and caution. 
Or if he has injured 
his credit, try to repair that. 
“ B ear ye one 
ano th er’s burdens,” says the context. 
T ry to put 
the man back, it you possibly can, Just w here ho 
w as before he com m uted lits m istake, w ith the 
understanding th at 
I le D on’t Need A ny Preaching. 
Ile has seen all the consequences of the fault and 
he is suffering sharply nuder it. T reat him so th a t 
be cannot m ention your nam e w ithout tears in his 
eyes. T h at is C hristianity. 
T here is an Infidelity of the outside th a t rejects 
th e Book and rejects the church, but Is often 
tim es a great deai better than tile belief th at is in­ 
side, that holds 
to

contents. 
All 
a 
m an’s 
faults 
come 
from his tem peram ent, 
and the 
m an’s 
tem ­ 
peram ent m eans 
his father 
and

each other, and go on quarrelling in their chil­ 
dren, and the child can’t reconcile them . 
You 
m ay Just as well set yourself down to tills thing, 
th a i hum an nature is so weak and so liable to 
failure tinder tem ptation, th a t you m ust have 
com passion upon men, or as it is expressed Iii H e­ 
brew s, “ You m ust hiive com passion on th e igno­ 
ran t and on them that are ou t of tile w ay.”

I think even the devil looks on th at with con- 
tcniDt, certainly John M ilton’s devil does.

lf there be one thing th at is mean, Ills obsequious­ 
ness to those th at are up and in power, aud tim id 
and cow ardly conduct tow ard them when they 
are iii adversity and down, o h , how kind they 
are when they are walking strong and iii tile high 
places; and tidings come the next m orning, “ He 
has gone dow n.” “ Gone dowu. has he? 
Well, 
now, I knew th a t m onths ago. 
I told my partner, 
when that tiling first cam e out. -I knew Hint firm 
never would get along.’ ” 
thought you were a 
g reat friend 
of IHS?” “ Well, \ es, yes, I was 
friendly; I never licked Ills shoes at nil; I was 
friendly.” Ah, these parasites, these m iserable 
worms, and yet you will see the street full of it. If 
you go fishing you don’t have any trouble filling 
your basket with this kind of fish. 
I think G eneral G ian t one of the m ost m agnan­ 
im ous men th a t we have ever had in public life. 
a n d I was very much struck with an iustaucc of 


tins. 
W hen C o n k in g precipitated him self from j 
the Senate it was very m ach ag ain st G eneral 
G ra n t's judgm ent, and th at was known, and yet j 
he atterni led in every way to befriend Mr. Conk- j 
ling and shield him to such an extan t th a t every­

was 
on 
his 
side. 
and i 
a m an expostulated w ith him and said: “ G eneral I 
G rant, how Is it? 
You don’t believe that Im did 
rig h t?” 
“ No. sir; I don’t." “ How Is it then th at 
you are on Ids side?” 
His reply was Worthy to be 
w ritten In letters of gold: "Vt hen is lite tim e to 
show one’s self friendly, except when his lriend 
lias made a m istake” It Is not the tim e to leave a 
m an w hen he has m ade a blunder or a m istake,” 
(G reat applause,) 
I don't wonder you clat). 
T hat is one of those 
m oral principles th a t addresses Itself to the uni­ 
versal conscience. 
Sin ml by a man who Is your 
friend. Stand by nim in his adversity, if you don't 
stand by him a t any other time, nor anyw here 
else. 
A large sense of the fallibleness of hum an 
n atu re is Indispensable to charity. 
She is a beautiful creature and has been daintily 
brought up. 
He is a genius, aud when they m eet 
she sees a saint and he sees ail angel. 
A fter they 
are united and come to live together, she has a 
pride aud lie has a pride, and she lias selfishness, 
and he lias selfishness, they begin to discover 
each other’s faults. 
T hat Very Soon I,rail* to Word*, 
and words lead to the repetition of words and the 
m usic stops. 
Now it is best when folks are court­ 
ing th at they should find out taults beforehand, 
because these troubles would not be so likely lo 
be felt. 
W here you m arry as sinners you are 
m uch 
more 
likely 
to 
live as saints then 
w hen you m arry as saints and find out you are 
only sinners. Every friendship d ig h t to be formed 
on the doctrine of total depravity. 
Then every 
excellence is just so much more than you su|>- 
imsed, and Is clear gain. 
F riendship th a t is good 
for anything in Has world m ust take the friend 
and all las faults, too. 
T rue friendship says: “ I love them to th a t 
degree th at I would "rather have them w ith all 
th eir faults than anybody else with all th eir 
virtues.” T here Is no disposition which strikes 
at the very root of C hristianity like tinlovlagness 
and 
severity of Judgm ent. 
W hen 
you 
are 
sending out arrow y sentences aud 
poisoned 
w olds, 
when 
you 
are 
creating 
suffering 
w ithout 
any 
m oral 
airn 
and 
w ithout 
any restorative tendency, m erely Iii the exercise 
of your unfeeling nature, does not God take the 
side of those whom you are w ronging? Beware! 
for God is the guardian or those wlio suffer. 
T hey 
are iii Ills crad le; they are In the hollow of His 
h an d ; they are in lits bosom, 
fe ars are arg u ­ 
m ents th at never plead iii vain with God. 
Now let me read to you as Hie close of my ser­ 
mon th at which we m ight read every one of us a i 
Hie daw ning of every Sabbath d a y : 
“ Ye have 
heard th at it hath been said tnou shalt love thy 
neighbor and hate thine enem y. But I say unto 
you, love your enem ies: 
bless them th at curse 
you, 
do

An Ingenious Freighter in Colorado Make* 
a Novel ami S iir o « ifiil Experim ent.

L ast Monday, on the line of snow-shoe travel 
betw een Del N orte and Sum m itville, a feat was 
perform ed probably never actually accom plished 
before in the W est, or anyw here. 
The first heavy 
snow of the past season th a t blockaded the road 
betw een 
B aker’s 
Station 
m d 
Sum m itville, 
caught a span of horses in Sum m itville, which 
could not be brought out through the heavy 
snow. 
These horses were the property of Mr. 
Brockm an, a freighter, and rem ained in the cam p 
until last 
M onday, when 
they w ere 
started 
for tim outside woi id on snow-shoes. 
The slices 
w ere made of wood, 2 inches thick, 8 Inches wide 
and 18 inches long, anti w ere fastened to Hie 
horses’ feet by m eans of w ires and straps. 
The 
fact that a hoise steps alm ost In the sam e place 
w ith its hind feet th a t It does with its fore feet 
seem ed to render sucli an experim ent out of the 
question. 
H ie shoes were lasteiied on. however, 
and after a few days ol practice in Sum m itville 
Hie horses learned the m odus operandi of the 
schem e, and on M onday Mr. Brockman rode one 
horse out over from fifty to IOO feet of snow, while 
the second norse pulled a sled loaded w ith provi­ 
sions over the sam e course.

F lam in g Cocoanut Groves Atonic Its South­ 
ern Coast—Hornet bing About the Tree. 
T he sea coast of southern Florida is to be 
brought into com petition 
w ith 
Ceylon, 
the 
M alabar and Corom andel coasts of India, the 
tropical Islands of the Pacific, the W est Indies 
and South A m erica, w here im m ense groves of 
cocoanut trees m ay be seen. 
An enterprising 
cap italist of New Jersey, who sees m illions iii Hie 
project, has starte d an ex ten siv e plantation of 
cocoanut trees In D ade county, along Hie coast 
of southern Florida. 
T he seed cocoanuts were 
brought from South A m erica and given careful 
attention In a nursery, w here the inns were placed 
In squares containing about 400 each. 
These 
were covered an inch deep with sand and sea­ 
weed, or soft mud from the beach, and w atered 
daily till they germ inated. One hundred thousand 
plants have been set out on a tra c to r about 1000 
acres, at a cost of nearly $40,000, and next win­ 
ter the num ber will be largely augm ented. 
The 
plants w ere placed in holes three feet deep and 
from tw enty to thirty feet ap art. 
It requires six 
years for the trees to begin to yield returns, 
but 
it Is 
estim ated th a t 
lu ten 
years the 
grove 
will 
pay 
IO per 
cent, 
on 
a valu­ 
ation 
of 
$2,000,000. 
A 
full grown tree 
will m ature about sixty nuts annually. 
The 
F lorida cocoanut culture Is lim ited, how ever, as it 
Is confined exclusively to the sea coast, and Hie 
trees can only he grow n to a sm all extent Iii 
southern Florida. 
Iii their native regions the 
cocoa palms grow to a height from sixty to IOO 
feet, w ith a cylindrical stem which attain s a th ick ­ 
ness of two feet. 
The tree term inates iii a crow n 
of graceful, w aving pinnate leaves, and is very 
beautiful. 
Iii Ceylon alone the num ber of cocoa 
palm -trees grow ing is estim ated at 20,000,000. 


A C h e a p H o m e - M a d e R efrigerator. 
[S c ie n tific A m e ric a n .] 
M ake or buy tw o boxes, one of winch shall be 
t\rt> or three Inches sm aller all around than the 
other. 
Lino the sm aller one with sheet zinc, 
soldered at the scam s and turned over aud nailed 
to the cdg of the box. 
M ake a hole iii the middle 
of the bottom , and put a zinc or lead pipe through 
the bottom and solder It well to the zinc lining; 
this m ust be long enough to project below the 
outer box when they are put together. 
A block 
m ay be nailed to th e Inside of the bottom of the 
oilier box, aud a Dole bored to correspond with 
the place of the tube in Hie Inner box. 
Fill the bottom of the largo or outer box w ith 
pulverized charcoal and saw dust, deep enough to 
allow the ton of the inner box to sit low' enough 
for a cover under the cover of the outer box. 
But 
the Inner box In place and fill around betw een tho 
boxes w ith the pulverized c h arco a l; place some 
strips of wood betw een the two boxes on a level 
w ith the top of the inner box, put a zinc-lined 
cover upon the inner box and a tight wood cover 
upon the outer, 
lf the lead pipe at the bottom is 
long enough, bend it up to r a siphon to prevent air 
from circulating and to allow the w ater from the 
m elted Ice to escape.

S aturday afternoon three Scotchm en. Dr. W at- 
on, Mr. John M cLaren and Mr. ltobert M acken­ 
zie. w ere w alking over the Belch’s bridge, which 
spans the D anube at a height of seventy feet. 
Tile two younger men teased Dr. W atson, saying 
th a t ids courage would fail him had he to jum p 
from tho bridge into th e river. 
All at once Dr.

The Terrible Struggle to Reach Shore 
From a Burning Vessel. 


[Now York Sun.] 
“ Tell us how your hair turned w hite,” said one 
of the party at the fireside. 
“ In Ju n e. 1851,” said the m an w ith the w hite 
hair. “ I left my home in Ohio for Buffalo. 
Being 
in a lim i v to retu rn , I took passage by the steam er 
G. I*. Griffith for Toledo, on a late Sunday a fter­ 
noon. The ship carried over 400 passengers and 
crew . 
I m ust have slept soundly lor about two 
hours in my berth, w hen I was aw akened by the 
sound of hurrying footsteps overhead, and, look­ 
ing through the ventilator to the tipper deck, I 
saw two or three sailors running along dragging a 
hosepipe. 
I partly dressed and w ent forw ard to 
the prom enade deck, w here I heard from Hie 
pilot house above the voice of th e captain crying 
“ Starboard! hard starboard! and steer her for tho 
shore!” 
“ The ship veered from lier course and headed for 
the shore, live m iles aw ay. 
I w ent back to my 
state-room , aw akened the m an In Hie other berth, 
and rapped on several of the doors. As I cam e out 
again Into the cabin I saw sm oke curling out from 
the side. 
The com m and had been given to call up 
the passengers, aud w hen I again reached Hie 
forw ard deck they w ere crow ding upon it. 
.lust 
aroused from sleep they hurried out, halfjdressed 
or iii their n ig h tclo th es, m any carrying children, 
bandboxes, 
bird 
cages, 
carp et 
bags 
and 
bundles, 
all anxious 
to 
save 
som ething. 
I 
clim bed up on the railing, and, taking hold of a 
stanchion, sw ung m yself to the main deck below. 
Stepping over the form s of m any who were 
lying th ere still asleep, I w ent around to Hie 
engine and, looking up, saw th a t the fire had 
broken out near the sm oke stack in a spot so diffi­ 
cult to get a t th a t Iii all probability the ship was 
doomed. 
H urrying back to the m ain deck, upon 
which the crow d was fast Increasing, I rem oved 
all my clothing but my nlglit-shlrt and draw ers. 
T aking my m oney and valuables, I rolled them tip 
with my tro u sers and laid them carefully aw ay on 
deck w here I m ight recover them if the ship 
should eseape destruction. 
Climbing up on Hie 
rail near the gang plank, I lie d on until the 
fran tic crowd pressing forw ard forced me away. 
I Great Atonic on th e G u n w a le 
to near tho wheel on tho land side, w here I clung 
and w atched the crowd as they surged forw ard 
from the approaching flames. 
“ T here was scarcely a scream heard. 
As the 
flames drove them fu rth er and fu rth er forw ard 
whole colum ns of people wore pushed into the 
w ater. H usbands caught th eir wives and children, 
and, throw ing them overboard, jum ped after them. 
W omen with babes la their arm s w ent about 
piteously begging some one to save th e ir children, 
and when they w ere pushed or jum ped Into tim 
w ater held their Infants high above th eir heads. 
A fter they w ere drow ned their quilted skirts 
buoyed them up, and I saw babes actually trying 
with their little hands lo catch the dancing light 
of the flames iii the w ater. 
"T ile ship grounded a t daybreak In about ten 
feet of w ater, a little more than half a mile from 
the shore. T he w ater all about the forw ard part 
of her was full of drow ned and drow ning peopie. 
M any good swim m ers struck out for the shore, but 
rom all sides the poor drow ning w retches would 
clutch them and drag them down. 
“ Tile flames drove me off at last. 
Iu the w ater 
Just beneatli me was a struggling crown of drow n­ 
ing creatu res clinging to each other. Suddenly a 
space of about tw enty feet cleared Instantly by 
their sinking out of sight, dragging each other 
dowu. 
I determ ined to Jump, swim tow ard Hie 
stern of the boat until out of reach of the clutches 
of the drow ning, and then m ake a detour for tile 
shore. 
Rem em bering how I used to jum p into 
the 
w ater 
as 
a 
boy. 
when 
learning to 
swim, 
I 
put 
my 
feet 
closely 
together, 
arm s 
straig h t 
by 
my 
side, 
and 
plunged 
down like a wedge to the bottom , w ith my 
eyes wide open. 
For a brief second I saw lying 
on Hie lied of Hie lake heaps of dead bodies in all 
positions. On rising to the surface I stru ck out 
w ith my arm s, but to my horror found my feet 
bound lightly together. 
Tile band of my draw ers 
had burst, and. slipping dow n, had bound my 
ankles as securely as >f tied. 
T urning on my back 
I carefully disentangled them from each fool. 
These efforts greatly exhausted me, but once free, 
I swam tow ard the stern until I w as quite clear of 
all obstructions, anti then struck out for shore. 
One strong sw im m er passed me and spoke some 
encouraging words. 
I saw others, wiio m ust have 
become dazed, swim m ing back Into the lake. 
‘T w a s not an experienced swim m er, but I had 
passed, as I iiad judged, nearly half Hie distance 
to the shore w hen a deathlike coldness aud num b­ 
ness cam e creeping over me.

left seem ed cern red In my head, which felt like a 
hall of lire.

Howland €4. H azard Touche* on tho T a riff 
iii Iii* L ecture a t Cambridge. 
Howland ti. H azard of Providence recently de­ 
livered an address on the woollen Industry before 
the H arvard Finance Club. 
T ouching on the tariff question Mr. H azard said: 
‘M any of my brother m anufacturers look upon 
the tariff as their regia of protection. 
W ithout it 
they th in k they would bo ruined. 
I ain one of 
those, and th eir num ber is Increasing, who do not 
believe th at the present tariff is an immixed good, 
or th a t it Is essential, o r even lieneib’ial to the 
woollen industry. 
A tariff is a 
tax which 
m ust 
be 
paid 
out 
of 
current 
produc­ 
tion. 
To 
benefit 
all 
producers 
alike 
is 
of 
coure an Im possibility. 
Ic is 
a problem 
exactly analogous to th a t of a man lifting himself 
by his boot straps. 
Tile only possible way of 
stating tho question Is th a t a tariff will be paid 
by a certain num ber of producers for tho benefit 
of a certain other num ber. 
This Is possible, but 
is it Just? W hy should one class of producers 
have artificial burdens, and concealed disadvan­ 
tages laid upon tiicm for tile benefit of another 
class? 
“ In the case of woollen goods the labor as Is 
shown by the census of 188U Is only about 20 per 
cent, of the value. 
T he rem ainder is m ade up 
(after deducting cost of selling and distribution, 
and profit to capital em ployed) of cost of m ate­ 
rials, of which wool Is tho chief. 
The d u ty oil 
m anufactures of wool range from about Iii per 
cent. 
to 
over 
IOO 
per 
cent.; 
05 
per 
cent. 
Is 
below 
the 
average, 
but 
take 
th a t rate. Then also deduct from the wholesale 
rate 25 per cent. for the cost of sale, distributing, 
Interest and profits. 
The .account wilt then stand, 
for every $ lo o worth of m anufactures of wo.ol 
there Is levied a duty of 05 per cent, on $20 of 
labor, and 65 per ceiit, on $55 of m aterials. 
To 
protect one laborer in IOO the other ninety-ulne 
tax them selves $05 75. 
And tills Is not like a 
contribution for the support of an object of charity, 
when each gives wfiat he sees fit, but every 
m an who buys Im ported woollen goods m ust pay 
out In this exact proportion; lie m ust take from 
his pocket and apply to another purpose ” 5% 
cents th a t lie may give to the wool w orker thirteen 
cents. 
“ The story of the sheep is perhaps the most 
instructive and the m ost 
rem arkable iii this 
connection. 
Now, it is true th at it a great 
increase lo wool production bad followed the 
enactm ent of the tariff of 1867, the tariff would 
have had the credit, but I do not say th at the 
sheep w ere slaughtered because of the tariff. 
W hat I do say, and w hat I say w itiiout fear of 
contradiction! is th a t tile tariff of 1807 failed to 
prevent the slaughter of the sheep, failed to foster 
and Increase the grow th of wool. It was expressly 
designed to encourage the wool-grower, and It 
had no such effect. 
The m anufacturers of fine 
wool In this country today, w hether for clothing 
or w orsted, are w orking with a m aterial costing 
nearly double tile price paid by their foreign com­ 
petitors. and Hie price at which they can afford to 
sell goods is so high com pared witii tile ability of 
consum ers, th a t the limit of consum ption Is soon 
reached. 
The continual pressure on the m anufac­ 
tu rer is to produce goods th at are cheap. 
Excel­ 
lence Is m ade secondary to cheapness, and all 
sorts of devices are employed to lower the cost of 
goods so as to Increase the num ber of consum ers. 
It Is im possible for m anufactures to flourish under 
these circum stances. 
“ The fact to he noted Is that, our home-grown 
wool m ay be lower, aud has been lower as a rule, 
than it has under low tariffs, hut Hie correspond­ 
ing fact Is th a t tile foreign wools, out of which Hie 
goods which are im ported are made, and Which 
are absolutely required to make those goods, 
are 
excluded 
by 
the 
tariff, 
so 
th at our 
artisans* 
cannot 
get 
them. 
They 
are fur­ 
nished more cheaply to the foreign m anufacturer, 
because our com petition for them is prevented. 
In view of Hits would it not he reasonable to allow 
the A m erican w orkm an to buy his m aterials as 
cheaply as his foreign com petitor? 
Would not 
this he b etter th an to begin a t Hie other end aud 
try to force up the price <>f the m anufactured a rti­ 
cle? F o r myself I fully believe th at the best way 
to protect Hie Amel lean workmen Is to give them 
cheap raw m aterials on whleli to try their skill. 
“ T here are problem s connected with the woollen 
industry which call for the most careful study. 
I have partlv discussed one of them , the effect of 
tariff legislation. A nother, even more im portant, 
concerns Hie relations of capital and labor. 
This 
Is a general question, hut toe wool leu industry, 
m ore 
than 
m any 
other 
trades 
and 
pro­ 
fessions, 
form s 
a 
connecting link between 
capital 
and 
labor. 
The 
Ideal 
wool­ 
len m anufacturer Is a capitalist, who, by ills 
capital, gets together his 
m achinery and his 
m aterial, and by the labor of his own hands and 
brains produces Ills fabrics. As his operations 
enlarge 
he 
details 
portions of his work 
to 
others, 
still 
directing 
aud 
controlling 
tile 
whole. 
T here is 
no 
antagonism 
here 
be­ 
tween lal or and capital, and I firmly believe 
th at this Ideal relation can be or ought to he 
preserved. 
There should be no gulf between 
em ployer and em ployed, but both, held together 
by hum an and by C hristian sym pathy, should 
labor together for toe common good. 
I say that 
the shadow which darkens our future more than 
any other is the shadow of discontent which 
grows our. of the separation by im passable bar­ 
riers 
of em ployers from em ployed. 
Only by 
w orking together, by real co-operation, eau this 
shadow be taken aw ay.”

was born In Statesburg, S. -C., on 
the 
fourth of July, 1701, so you see he Is 
nearly 98 years old. 
Ile Is the oldest in h ab itan t 
of Sum ter and Is known there as C aptain A ndrew s. 
Ills full nam e is ltobert W ilson A ndrew s.” 
“ Is he still strong and active?” 
“ H e was very, when I was In Sum ter last, about 
th irteen years ago. 
H e was great for running 
foot races even then. Coming home from the 
fields with us boys, lie would often say: ‘L et’s 
have a race,’ and start oft a t full speed, 
w e 
would then try to catch him, hut never could. 
He 
has been accustom ed to long w alks alt lits life, and 
used to think nothing of w alking forty or fifty 
miles In a day. 
He used to weigh then about 190 
pounds, hu t I believe Ids present w eight is about 
ICO pounds. 
I ain told th at he Is still erect, walks 
w ith a quick, regular step, and would pass for a 
m an 55 years of age. 
H is eyesight m ust he good, 
for he w rote me a very good letter last w eek, tell­ 
ing me he was com ing.” 
“ W hen did lie start? ” 
"L a st W ednesday, the 7th. 
H e w rote me th a t 
he hopes lo reach Boston somo tim e Iii A ugust; 
but I shouldn't w onder lf lie arrived here earlier. 
It is about 950 miles from livre to Sum ter by rail­ 
road ; but Hie way he is com ing Is very much 
further. 
Ile is coming by w hat Is know n as Hie

1818, I know, he was one of a m ilitary escort 
charged w ith the duty of conveying a large am ount

“ O ne; a sm all black dog, to which lie Is much 
attached. 
The dog w atches over him when he is, 
asleep, and b ark s fiercely—th a t is, as fiercely as 
he can—lf any one approaches.” 
“ H as your fath er any friends In this p a rt of the 
country?” 
“ I only know of one now living, Mrs. Levma 
Gale of M arlboro. George W. Bruce, the well­ 
know n locomotive spring m anufacturer, who died 
four or five years ago, was quite ail Intim ate friend 
of bis, and corresponded with him for m any 
y ears.” 
"W hat are your father’s h ab its?” 
“ Good, and I believe alw ays have been. 
Have 
often heard him say th at ho never used tobacco 
but once. 
l i e Took One Chew, anti thnt W a* Enough ' 
for him. He is not a teetotaller, but I never heard < 
of his using liquor to excess. 
He was alw ays a, 
hard-w orking m an, and a very early riser. 
When 
m aking long w alks, he used to get up a t 2 o'clock 
In the m orning, so as to do most of Ills walking 
before Hie lie.it of Hie day. 
I feel quito sure m at 
th a t is the way he will do on this trip,” 
“ H as your father a large famitflF” 
“(Blite so. 
He has been m arried tw ice. 
His 
first wife had no children, hut my m other bad fif­ 
teen. 
Eleven of us are still living, four boys mid 
seven girls. 
Ail the others live in .South C arolina; 
and we are all m arried except one sister, and have 
from two to eight children each. F ather has iii all, 
I believe, 
thirty-nine giaud-chlldren; 
I don’t 
know how manv great-grand-clilldrei). Ile was 
th e first man th at brougiit an om nibus into Hie 
tow n of Sum ter.

lUniiDhfenfes of tho First Missouri Infantry

How They Saved the Guns of the 
Louisiana Artillerists. 


[Read before the Southern Historical and Benevolent 
Society of St. Louis.] 
As I stated in my form er paper, we found every­ 
thing to com fort the soldier in tne cam p of the 
Seventy-first Ohio, ami, nothw lthstanding our loss 
w as heavy In killed and wounded, th e feeling of 
exultation that we occupied and w ere to sleep In 
th e cam p of the enem y in a great m easure re­ 
stored our spirits and allayed for the tim e being 
th e sorrow m a t prevailed tor the loss of our com­ 
rades. 
Camp chests w ere soon ransacked and all e a t­ 
ables quickly discovered,with several Jugs of good 
w hiskey and packages of w hite sugar. 
Sergeant 
Tom Dwyefr of tho w riter’s com pany called the 
boys around him and proposed th a t they have, as 
a starter, a bucket of punch, and th at they “drink 
the health of the ‘poor divils’ who had left such 
good w hiskey behind them .” Some one told Tom 
th at they could not get any w ater to m ake the 
punch. “ N lver mind, me boy; let tne Slventy- 
first keep all the w alker in the T in p la te river, 
we have the best part of the punch anyw ay, we 
have the w hiskey and the sugar, aud we’ll m ake It 
a bit stronger.” 
Care was taken by the officers th a t too much 
punch was not indulged In by the com panies, and 
shortly after ti o'clock the men w ere ordered to 
the tents, w here they m ade them selves comfort­ 
able and soon dropped off to sleep. 
The enemy kept up the lire during the night 
from the heavy pieces on the gunboats, but we 
w ere so tire® th at the noise from file guns and 
shells th a t passed over the cam p could not keep 
us aw ake. T he shells w ere throw n far above us 
and bursted some distance in the rear, judging 
from the sound of the explosions. 
G eneral H ardee rem ained w ith tile regim ent 
during the night, and at the first approach of day 
had the com m and aroused and form ed In lino of 
battle. 
D etails w ere m ade to cook b reak fast and a 
hurried m eal prepared from the abundance In our 
possession. 
We expected an attack, as couriers reported fre­ 
quently during the night th a i the enem y was 
crossing in force, 
About 0 o’clock the enem y’s 
skirm ishers 
opened 
tire. 
They 
w ere Buell’s 
troops, and appeared a little to our tro n t and 
right, and cam e into action quite vigorously. Our 
skirm ishers were so long Iii replying th at we 
feared they had been captured, but G eneral H ar­ 
dee passed along the line and cautioned us to be 
quiet, as he desired to know the strength of the 
force in our front. 
At last our skirm ishers opened 
fire, and the enem y, thinking so small a line in 
his front of no consequence, moved out from tho 
duiker quite rapidly, 
I d T wo L in r, of R nlllv. 
The Georgia battery, spoken of in my second pa­ 
per, Had been placed lu position on our left, 
m asked by branches of trees throw n over and in 
front of the guns. Our skirm ishers w ere ordered 
to rally on Hie regim ent, and they cam e In od the 
run, hotly pursued by the enem y. 
As lie cam e 
closer he raised a cheer. A t this m om ent Hie bat­ 
tery opened, and we sprang forw ard a t the charge 
bayonets. Tile enem y was astounded a t his re­ 
ception, and b«oke and tied in confusion tow ards 
the river, followed by our line until he finally dis­ 
appeared. 
* 
The command was halted and all the canteens 
filled from a stream near by. 
Shortly after tills, 
heavy firing on our left told us too plainly th at our 
rest was over. Away we w ent a t the “ double 
quick” and were soon engaged. 
The battle raged 
holly for several hours, T ho enem y fought well, 
but w e had blin a t a disadvantage. 
W e were fresh 
lrom our night’s sleep, while he was worn and 
badly used up by his disastrous defeat of Hie pre­ 
vious day. 
Buell’s troops w ere not fresh; they 
had made a forced m arch on the day before and 
were kept aw ake during the night by crossing tile 
river and taking up their position to attack us a t 
daylight, 
it is tin e they outnum bered us, but our 
strength had been renew ed by sleep and our gre t 
victory of sunday had m ade us alm ost invincible. 
A b o u ts o’clock Hie battle assum ed a m ost des­ 
perate state of affairs for our side. 
T he enemy 
had massed in front of the ‘‘C rescen t'’ Regim ent 
and the tilth com pany of tile W ashington A rtil­ 
lery, both of New Orleans. 
T heir position was 
very exposed and the enem y iii such force th at 
they could not possibly w ithstand his assault. 
The “C rescents” were forced back and the guns 
of tile W ashington A rtillery captured. 
We were 
brought up a t the “ double ‘quick” ju st as this was 
ta* I mr place in our from . 
We took advantage of 
a ridge of ground about-1 OO yards in tne rear of 
the engagem ent. 
The situation was very alarm ­ 
ing, and the excitem ent all along the line was very 
great. 
It appeared to us we w ere about to be an ­ 
nihilated, but G eneral H ardee and Colonel W il­ 
liam K earny of his staff passed iii front ut us and 
told us to be finn, all would be well. 
It it were 
not for the discipline of the F irst M issouri and for 
the firmness displayed by the regim ent at this 
critical time our forces would have been driven 
lit)in m e field. 
This W a s the T u rn in g P o in t 
af tho second day’s battle. 
To add to tills deplor­ 
able state of affairs the “ C rescents” cam e run­ 
ning over us, for we w ere lying down and hugging 
the ground, while they rapidly form ed in our rear. 
The artillerists cam e back with the sponge-staffs, 
hand-spikes and lanyards In th eir hands, Implor­ 
ing us to save their guns. 
Still another horror 
aw aited us: the Georgia B attery and the Mobile 
Light A rtillery cam e up at Hie gallop and w ent 
into battery im m ediately In our rear on a slight 
iteration and opened a terrific lire from their 
twelve guns. The pieces at the first tw o or three 
•ounds were so much depressed and the gunners 
;o 
excited 
th at 
the 
shells b u rst and 
tore 
ihrough 
our 
ranks, killing 
and 
wounding 
m r men dreadfully. 
It is rem arkable w hat 
ifieet discipline has upon men. 
D espite this 
treaaful state of affairs the men kep t th eir posh 
.ion, and called upon tile “C rescents” to fall in 
with them and we would rescue the guns. Corporal 
John O’Neil of the w riter’s regim ent seeing the 
laces of the men assum ing such grave looks, and 
notw ithstanding tile gravity of the 
situation, 
raised a laugh by saying: “ Y esterday m on,in’ you 
were afeard vol! would nlvtr get Into this battle, 
and I’m 
ii I aint afeaid we’ll nivir get out av 
it. F aith , th ere’s no dress parade about this 
bigness.” 
G eneral H ardee took his place in front of the 
regim ent, ordered Hie charge and led it in person. 
H e was the bravest man I ever saw In my four 
years’ experience iu the war, “ the bravest bf the 
brave.” 
We followed bim with a yell a t the charge 
bayonets and drove back tile enem y from the guns 
aud restored them to the grateful Louisianians, 
and tney never forgot ll, for they alw ays referred 
to it when we m et afterw ards “ way down iii 
G eorgia.” 
It was a sad sight th at aw aited us 
w hen we rescued the b attery ; the poor fellows 
w ere lying dead all about, some holding on to the 
•pokes of the wheels in their dead grasp, while 
the wounded craw led up and cried out: “ God 
bless you M issourians.” Tile air rang w itll cheers 
ut Louisiana and M issouri forever. 
We repaid 
Louisiana th a t day for the glorious work the T hird 
I Louisiana rendered our boys at Oak Hills, Mo., a 
few m onths previous. 
Our old friends at New M adrid, the M emphis 
Light D ragoons, dashed bv, led by a form er Bt 
Louisan. M ajor Tom Sheridan, and as they pasted 
lo tne front they cheered us: 
“ Well done Mis­ 
souri, you have saved the guns.” 
Tile battle was 
over, our line re-established, and fitter w aiting for 
about au hour, and hearing no firing anyw here 
we w ere m arched by the right Hank to one of Hie 
m ain roads, and took our position again about 
T h re e Miles Mouth of the B attlefield. 
T here was no confusion th a t I saw , and not 
until the following m orning did we know th at we 
w ere going to fall back to Corinth. 
A bout daylight, in the m idst of a pouring rain, 
the line of m arch was taken up for Corinth. The 
ro a d s—well, the hest way to describe the roads is 
to say there w ere none left; they w ere simply 
riv ers of m ud. Fences were throw n down, arid 
the com m and m arched b etc across fields, and 
arrived at cam p about 3 o’clock th at afternoon. 
The wounded were sent by rail from Corinth to 
M em phis, w here many died of gangrene. 
‘I hose 
th a t recovered rejoined the regim ent as soon as 
possible. They were alt kindly received by Hie 
ladies of 
M emphis, who had established the 
houthern M others’ A ssociation, and Hie kindness 
and attention cl tliose good women will never be 
forgotten by the m em bers ol the old F irst Mis­ 
souri. We received much more attention than the 
otuei troops, as we had no chance of going to 
our ow n hom es. 
I rem em ber the kindness of Mrs. 
Bain T ate, Hie w!;e of Colonel S un Tate, president 
at Hi- Memphis and Charlestow n railroad. 
This 
excellent lady at ail times was doing som ething 
good to: the M issourians. 
Sue turned her hom e 
into a hospital, and I really i.elieve th at the exer­ 
t e d ann fatigue she underw ent shortened der 


days, for she died shortly after Memphis was oc­ 
cupied by Hie F ederal forces. 
May the sod rest 
lightly on her. 
The regim ent was kept constantly on duty a t 
Corinth aud during the advance of the Federal 
troops under H alleck was In ail tile engagem ents 
until the final e vacua Hon of the place, when it was 
sent with its brigade (Bowen’s) to Camp Price, 
one of the defences Of V icksburg, about tw elve 
north of it and near tho Yazoo river. 
Ju st before M emphis was abandoned tile regi­ 
m ent w as called on to furnish a detail of pilots 
aud engineers for tfie gunboat service under Com­ 
modore E d v a rd Montgomery, an old Bt. Louis 
steam boat captain. 
Nearly all of the pilots and 
engineers iii Hie regim ent ‘responded and we had 
quite a num ber oi them , too, in Com panies B and 
I). 
I well rem em ber the citizens giving coal to 
the service, as the gunboats were short of fuel. It 
was well understood bv all th at there was going 
to be a gunboat tight in front of the city. 
The 
large bluff overlooking the river was crowded 
from 
day 
to 
day 
with 
convalescent 
sol­ 
diers 
and 
citizens 
to see the fight. 
A fter 
several daily visits, one m orning early the city 
was startled by Hie heavy boom of a cannon and 
ail repaired to ibe bluffs. 
The most Interested of 
all m a t gathered there were the m em bers of the 
F irst M issouri. 
We hobbled down on crutches to 
see how our com rades on the gunboats would 
share. The Federal fleet soon eamo iii sight, but 
kept close to Hie A rkansas shore. 
W e thought 
lliev were going to pass the city am t avoid ogir 
fleet, 
In this we were m istaken, for they soon 
turned and came up stream . 
Commodore M ont­ 
gomery advanced at once to Hie attack , hut he 
laid no show against such boats as the enem y had. 
The “ Little llebel” fir. d a shot and then every 
boat dashed forward, selecting such as the com­ 
m ander thought lie was able tor. 
It was soon over. 
Hie ironclads m ade quick 
work ot our boats and the poor fellows of the reg­ 
im ent had to sw im for it. 
The 
Sharpshooter* on the F e d e ra l B oats 
had no m ercy on them , for they fired at our men 


I ii Hie w ater aud killed several while m aking their 
way to shore. 
Those who escaped rejoined the com m and a t 
Camp Price and said they would do their fighting 
hereafter on the land, w here a fellow had a 
chance to run som ewhere, even lf he was w hipped. 
About the lis t of Ju ly we w ere ordered Into 
V icksburg. 
A fter a pleasant m arch we arrived 
during the night aud bivouacked on Hie levee. A t 
daylight we w ere aroused by the cheers of the 
men who, npou aw aking, saw the M ississippi 
river for the (ii st tim e since we left it at Columbus, 
Ky., about a year ago. “ H ere’s tne old M ississippi, 
all the way from our hom es In M issouri;” w ith a 
yell alm ost everybody threw off their clothes and 
dashed into the l iver. 
T he citizens hurried down 
to see w hat caused the excitem ent, but soou re­ 
turned laughing a t Hie capers of the men in the 
w ater an d on the shore. 
The next m orning we were placed on board the 
cars and sent to T angipahoa station on the Jac k ­ 
son railroad, about sixty miles north of New 
O rleans, o u r division (B reckenridge’s) had pre­ 
ceded us about a week on Its way to Baton Bouge 
about forty miles w est of Tangipahoa. 
The 
w eather was extrem ely hot, and we w ere m arched 
during the night and rested ihrough the day. 
We 
w ere hurried forw ard to assist in the attack on 
the F ederal troops uuder command of G eneral 
Ben B utler. 
G eneral 
B reckenridge, however, 
m ade the a ttack the day before we arrived, driv­ 
ing the F ederal forces through the town and 
under the river bank, w here they w ere protected 
by their gunboats. 
This attack was made to prevent B utler rein­ 
forcing P ort Hudson. T his place was taken pos­ 
session of by some of oui division and fortified. 
A lter this w as accom plished we rem ained about a 
week longer lu the vicinity of Baton Rouge, when 
the line of m arch was taken-up and we returned 
to Tangipahoa station and look the cars for Ja c k ­ 
son, Miss. 
A fter a stay at th is place ot tjvo or 
three weeks we w ere sent by rail to Holly Borings. 
H ere G eneral B reckinridge and nearly all of the 
K entucky troops were ordered to Bragg’s arm y hi 
Tennessee. 
We saw them leave with sad hearts. 
as wi were from the first up to this Utile a part of 
Breckinridge’! division. 
G eneral Breckinridge w as m uch moved In ta k ­ 
ing leave of us. 
The arm y now was reorganized and we becam e 
a p a rt of Lovell’s division. 
About this tim e G eneral Van D om commenced 
his move against C onuth. lie ordered our division 
to La G range, Tenn.. aud it was one ot the hottest 
Sundays we ever felt. 
We were pushed forward 
rapidly and soon found Hie enem y, under G eneral 
Ord, on the retreat. 
As we cam e tip to the wells 
on the wuy we found Hie enem y had filled them 
with fence rails and branches of trees, so th at it 
was im possible to get a bucket down for w irer. 
We suffered terribly. 
It was really w ater, w ater 
everyw here, but not a drop to drink. 
Tow ards sundown tie m ade a stand at the river, 
but we rattled hint out • I th a t hi a hurry. 
It w as 
w ater we w anted, and if lie had been in tw ice Hie 
strength lie was we would have driven him. 
We 
w ere desperate with H urst. 
H ie next m orning Hie only tidings we could get 
of him were th at he had m ade his way to Bolivar, 
about twelve miles distant. 
We returned in a few days to the neighborhood 
of La G range, cooked three day’s rations and per­ 
form ed the usual arm y le a t of eating them In one 
day.

returned his greeting, and at his invitation w alked 
over to an adjacent contena and joined him in a 
bottle of aguadiente and a frag ran t puro.

Bonney, alias “ Billy the K id,” whose fortunes he 
followed to the end. P a t G arrett, the Sheriff of Lin­ 
coln county, rounded up and killed the "K id ” early 
in the sum m er ot 1881, near old F o rt Sum ner, and 
Dave, who w as indicted iii New Mexico for several 
m urders and robberies, lied to Texas and joined 
Jesse Evans, who had quarrelled with the “ Kid” 
a t the beginning of the cow w ar, and struck out 
for himself. 
Evans w asThe leader of a desperate 
band, consisting of George Davis, John G unter 
and the G raham boys. 
M ysterious Dave w as a 
valuable acquisition to tile outfit. 
Ile assisted 
Jesse Evans Iii planning raids, ana was the leader 
fallen they were executed. 
In the spring of 1881 em igration began to pour 
into the com ities of Pecos, Presidio, Tom G reen 
aiiil’El Paso. 
The Indians had been driven out, 
and ranches w ere located tit all directions. 
F ort 
Davis, the seat of Presidio com ity, began to im­ 
prove, aud several stores w ere started. 
They did 
a flourishing trade and the ow ners m ade a great 
deal of looney. One of tho principal m ercantile 
firms or Hie post was Sender & Slebenborn’s. The

“ M ysterious Dave” entered the main store. John 
G unter and EU G raham pushed th eir way into the 
office. 
“ Throw up your hands, gentlem en!” cried Jesse 
Evans, and Ins slx-slinoters clicked ominously. 
The tw o arm y officers, tho m em bers of the firm 
and a clerk did as they were requested, and 
G unter and Ids com panion com pelled Hie book­ 
keeper to lay aside Ills pen, and m arched him out 
into the main store. 
“ W hat Is the m eaning of th is?” dem anded Mr. 
Sender. 
“ We iiave no tim e to answ er questions," said 
M ysterious Dave. 
*‘A!I of you win please sit 
down oil the couuter close together, and I would 
caution any mail against dropping ins hands.

pantaloons, he displayed astx-shooter scabbard.

One of the m em bers of the plun­ 
dered firm, Siebenborn, was com pletely prostrated 
ny the event and took to bis bed. A nervous fever 
set In and a lte r a short sickness he died. 
Sergeant 
C aruthers followed Hie trail of the outlaw s and 
finally overtook them near the centre of the great 
Prison plain. T he gang showed tight and the 
rangers attacked tnem . One of the G raham boys 
was wounded and George Davis was killed. 
A 
ranger nam ed Jack so n was m ortally wounded. 
A tter a sharp battle the outlaw s surrendered and 
they w ere brought back to F ort D avis aud lodged 
In the com ity presidio. 
All of the stolen property 
was recovered. 
In less than a week after their in­ 
carceration Evans, G unter and tile G raham boys 
were released on ball. 
T he G raham s forfeited 
their bonds and escaped to A rizona. 
All three 
were afterw ards killed there a t a m ining cam p not 
far from Tom bstone. 
Evans and G unter stood 
their trial, w ere convicted and sentenced to ten 
vein s each in the penitentiary. A short tim e after 
their rem oval to this instltulon they attem pted to 
escape and Evans was successful. 
He fled from 
the State and was afterw ards heard of in Sonora, 
Mexico, w here lie was leading an honest life as a 
ranch superintendent. 
G unter was less success­ 
ful. 
Iii endeavoring lo scale the walls of the peni­ 
tentiary he was 
Shot B ead by a G uard. 
M ysterious Dave was w anted for so m any crim es 
th at he was unable to give bail and languished in 
jail. H e had m any friends, however, and they 
contributed to m ake ids sojourn In prison as 
pleasant as clrcum stancos would perm it. A fter 
his com panions were liberated he was the only 
prisoner. 
Know ing his desperate character, how­ 
ever, and fearing th a t lie m ight attem pt to escape, 
the sheriff solicited ranger assistance to guard the 
jail and a squad of men were stationed there. To 
fu rth er secure th e desperate prisoner he was 
heavily ironed and chained to the ston • wall. One 
night, about a week after Dave had been sole 
occupant of lite jail.

ILLUSIuNS OF THE STAGE. 


Tricks That Deceive and De­ 
lude the Public. 


The Secret of the Harmless Boiloff W ater 


and the Rising Moon. 


Why Mazeppa’g Horse is So Affection­ 
ate After the Perilous Ride. 


[New York Star.] 
W ith the increase of realism on the stage there 
is also an increase of Illusions which tax the in­ 
genuity of clever men behind tho scenes and often 
bew ilder the most intelligent of the auditors. 
Some of these effects th a t occasion an uproar of 
applause and necessitate the raising of Hie curtain 
repeatedly on a favorite tableau are ridiculously 
sim ple. F o r instance, when Hie young hero of 
the m odern m elodram a plunges into the canvas 
river from the set dock In the left fourth entrance, 
his disappearance is m arked by a dash of spray 
uprising In foam y drops th a t glitter in the 
g laring calcium light. 
T he effect of this from the 
front is thrillingly real. 
lf you stood at the side 
scene, however, 
and saw the rough carpenter 
crouching in the tra p behind the set w afers with 
a handful of rock salt, ready to throw it up after 
the hero has landed on the m attress placed to re­ 
ceive him , you w ouldn’t feel so enthusiastic. 
The 
Inclination would be ra th e r lo laugh thau to 
cheer. 
F’or some tim e even old stagers w ere puzzled by 
an illusion in one of Hie French operas as played 
by Afmee last season. 
In oue of the comic scenes 
while the com edienne, disguised as a w aitress, 
was pouring out tea a t table on the scene, she 
poured it Inadvertently down the neck of the dig­ 
nified comedy ch aracter of the play. 
It seemed 
a bolling liquid th a t cam e 
from 
the 
vessel 
—even 
the 
steam 
seem ed 
to 
issue 
lrom 
it—and 
yet 
tho 
actor 
subm itted 
to 
Hie scalding every night and showed no evil 
effects the nex t day. 
A t last it tran sp ired th at 
the F rench property m an filled the teap o t w ith 
a very fine saw dust, which ran out sm oothly like 
a liquid, a d u st of its finer particles at the sam e 
tim e rising from the spout like steam . 
With 
the footlights betw een tile illusion was com plete. 
In nothing lias tho property man im proved so 
m uch of late years as in the quality and effective­ 
ness of stage lightning. 
Only three or four years 
ago the old m ethod was adhered to. 
A torch with 
a flame surrounded by a tin 
box perforated 
w ith 
fine 
openings, 
aud 
the 
box 
filled 
w ith 
pow dered 
rosin, 
did 
duty 
lo r 
this 
effect. 
T he prom pter gave a shako 
of this 
to rc h ; the pow dered rosin escaped in small 
quantity and flared up. 
This w as the nearest 
the stage could come to counterfeiting the artil­ 
lery of .love. 
Now a calcium (or better, an elec­ 
tric) light is 
Completely M ask ed in tho W ings. 
W hen the cue is given for the lightning the light 
Is unm asked for a second and the rays allowed to 
flash on to the stage through a lens of greenish 
glass. 
T he effect of a blinding flash of lightning 
is perfect. 
And yet so sim ple? Y'es; and It Is the 
sim plest things on the stage th a t gain the greatest 
success. 
A favorite scenic effect is an illum inated city in 
th e d istan ce by night. 
The audience will alw ays 
go wllu over tills—y et the effect is produced by 
m erely cutting holes in a d ark drop and keep the 
gas a t back of It at full head, while the burners In 
front of Hie scene are reduced to a blue glimmer. 
The illusion was taken out of this scene for the 
w riter, who one evening at 0 o’clock called a t a 
ciiy theatre to have an interview w ith a m anager, 
and finding him on Hie stage Hacking holes w ith 
his penknife iii a black daubed canvas hanging 
near the re a r wall of the theatre. 
" I ’m m aking more lights iii Liverpool,” said he. 
“ This sjen e is the biggest success of the whole 
piece.” . 
Tile moon was a long tim e a puzzle to the stage- 
folk. 
Tile best they coaid do was to slice a piece 
out of a drop diagonally and set in another mova­ 
ble strip on a part of which was a moon of greased 
m uslin, w ith a bright light bt hind it. 
This could 
he hauled up or low ered according us Luna got a 
cue to rise or set, hut the illusion was nothing. 
I t was too often positively ridiculous to m ake Hie 
device popular with either m anager or actor. All 
cursed the moon. 
Lately, how ever, the property 
m an has w orked it on the principle of the stere- 
opiicon. 
lie throw s an Illum inated disc on a 
tran sp aren t flat from behind the scene, aud thus 
by moving Hie lens can establish Luna iu any 
alta rle t of the stage firm am ent and m ake lier take 
any course w ithout betraying her prospective 
orbit to the keen-eyed critics on tne other side of 
the footlights. 
A Bowery actor travelled over the country for 
several years playing a dram a which had no a t­ 
traction hut Hie effect of the hero being hanged 
by a mob. 
Tho noose was put around Dis neck 
aud he was actually strung up In the sight of the 
audience. 
Ile even rem ained kicking and sub­ 
m itted to three encores in a night. Every one 
m arvelled. 
Yet lie simply wore a harness of 
leather and Iron bands under Ills clothes; there 
was a honk at the back of the neck winch was a t­ 
tached to the rope above the noose, and tho 
hanged m an was simply kicking astride of a 
cushioned seat—ail iron bar which was connected 
with the harness by an iron band, which followed 
Hie spinal colum n up to tne neck, term in atin g in 
the hook, which brought all the, strain iu tho 
proper place for com fort. 
In old tim es, when “ M azeppa” w as the rage, 
the w riter joined the mob iii howls of wonder ami 
he ight at the spectacle of tho hero’s “fiery, un­ 
tam ed U kraine steed '’ th ru stin g Ills nose to his 
insensible m aster’s (ace aud caressing him labially 
a lte r his terrible ride. 
A t a brier day, when this 
deponent, from a coign of vantage In the second 
entrance, O. P.. detected th a t M azeppa held a 
carrot under lits arm , aud th at it was not love of 
the lid o hut a taste ior vegetables that actuated 
the noble sieed, he felt sick a t heart a t the rude 
dispelling ot the poetry ot Ids boyhood. 
Ju lie t’s balcony looks real, aud you im agine the 
lovely m aid peering, Indeed, 
F ro m lr B id i Boudoir 
to moan to “ the inconstant m oon” for her prow l­ 
ing lover. 
Blit viewed lrom the side scenes, w ith 
Ju liet standing on a tottering ladder and grow ling 
a t the grim y carpenter, who is steadying i t .i t is 
quite another tiling. 
T he railroad train rushing by was for a long timo 
a thrilling sensation. 
Yet it is sim ply several sec­ 
tions of palm ed canvas on fram ew ork, run across 
Hie stage in a greased groove by carpenters, and 
telescoping on itself when It touches the side wall 
oi the theatre. 
The effect or scudding clouds in a storm ! a t sea 
is only the dragging across Hic d ark flat a net w ith 
gauze patches sewed on it, and touched up by the 
palm er to resem ble clouds uuder the uncertain 
baht of the stage. 
A fog or m ist has alw ays puzzled m achinists, 
and puzzles them yet. T he best they eau do Is lo 
hang successive curtains of tarletan or m usquito 
netting (gauzes they call these cu rtain s on tile 
stage) across the stage at the different entrances. 
aud raising them successively as the fog Is sui>- 
posed to disappear. T here is no Illusion a t all. 
It is never used except when absolutely neces­ 
sary, as iii “ M idsum m er N ight’s D ream ,” and 
even then is often cut out a lte r the first n ig h t’s 
trial. 
A nother great stage effect is th e engulfing of a 
steam er at sea. 
Its disjointed p arts roll off at the 
wings and sink dow n trap s, aud the surging 
waves, iii Hie lorn! of a dusty plei e of canvas 
called a sea-eioth, How or are hauled down to the 
first entrance and agitated in wild billows until 
Hie curtain falls to uproarious applause. 
The 
lumpy n atu re of the waves and their wild rolling 
fill the audience with wonder, 'Hie explanation, 
though, is ridiculous. 
Each wave Is a super. 
U nder this cloth are from ten to tw enty (accord­ 
ing to the exten t oi tile o cean )of these w retched 
aspirants for dram atic fam e, ju st hum ping them ­ 
selves. 
A ccording as they hum p or loaf the sea 
is wild and tem pestuous or sm ooth and billowy. 
As this scene is sure to be encored two or three 
tim es th ere is no use iii asking at the prom pt 
desk, “ W hat are the wild waves saying?” 
They 
ale sw earing all the tim e. 


T h e S u p erio r M a n A g a in .

The question 
has been studied in four asp ects: I, in the hands 
of ap es; 2, in the low er races of m an ; 3, iii 
E uropean m an, and 4, In art. 
It has been found 
th a t iii apes Hie index finger Is sh o rter than the 
ring finger, and often considerably so, the greatest 
difference, five-sixths of an inch, having been 
found in a m ale chim panzee.” 
“ W hat w as the result in the low er races of 
m an?” 
“ Tw enty-four negro men had sh o rter index 
fingers, a n i one had Hie two fingers of the sam e 
length. 
F ifteen negro women had a sn o rter index 
finger, iii th ree the tw o fingers w ere of equal 
length, and iii six the index was longer.” 
“ How about E uropeans?” 
“ No decisive conclusions h a v e been arrived at 
iii respect to E uropeans, but it appears probable 
that Hie index finger is longer in women than in 
men. 
Among men it is longer iii the slight th a n 
in short and thick persons. 
All the m easure­ 
m ents of hum an hands were m ade by tracin g the 
outline of the hand laid down on a sheet of paper, 
with the axis of the m iddle linger placed upon a 
line draw n parallel to tile sides of the pap er.”

“ There, th a t’s enough.” grum bled Jim , “ we will 
be as mute as a w hale; but I ani th irsty ,” and 
seizing one of the w aiters as he passed, he ordered 
four glasses of whiskey. 
It was best for the drunken m an’s friends to 
give in to him. 
They therefore beckoned to tile 
servant to serve tiiem quietly. 
Then they arose 
and C harily w hispered: 
"W hile w eave lounging here, suppose a n y o n e 
should be robbing us on board ship, as they 
r o b b e d Toby the other night on his w harf while 
he was drinking, instead or w atching over bis 
i oods.”

around the mouth, the upper lip being slightly 
contorted. A lthough lier eyes were open, it w as 
difficult to certify to their color, for they were be­ 
ginning to he glazed, hut one could divine tinct 
their now sightless pupils had cast m any a be­ 
w itching glance.

d en sity. Now te e a b sen ce o f a froth y m u cu s iii th e 
air passages is an in co n testa b le proof th a t d eath is not 
Que to sub m ersion . Tiffs w om an had cea sed to liv e 
w h en she w as th row n in to th e w ater. 
W hat k in d of d eath did sh e suffer? T h is is im pos­ 
sib le to state. 
It w as n o t a case of stran gu lation nor 
poisoning. T h e neck sh ow s no sign o f v io len ce and a 
ch em ical an alysis o f Hie stom ach , liver and in testin es 
h a s not so far sh o w n t h e p resen ce in th e se organs o f 
any poisonous su b sta n ce: but it w ill be n ecessary to 
wait several days to ob tain ab solu te certa in ty o u 'this 
particular. 
N o w ound, no con tu sion on tim body, ex cep tin g 
above tim rigid kn ee, w h ere th ere is a b luish m ark o f 
H ie rope fa sten in g Hie tar barrel to th e body. mid 
w h ic h , in tim b elief o f th e m urderer, w ou ld hold lits 
victim at th e bottom o f H ie w ater. 
On th e contrary it w as th is barrel o f tar, staved in 
b y ferm en tation or by H ie sh ock , w h ich cau sed th e 
body to float sooner th an it w ou ld o th erw ise h ave 
done. 
T h e w om an had a good co n stitu tio n and no organic 
affection. 
She took n ice care o f h e r self and w as fas­ 
tidious as to her person. 
T h is is seen on ex a m in in g 
h er hair, feet and hands. 
I h ave observed th a t am ong lier te e th —w h ich are 
very b ea u tifu l—th e secon d can in e on th e righ t is 
w an tin g, and th at th e in ferior lobe o f her le ft ear 
bears th e sear o f an oiil w ound. 
To resu m e, I th in k th a t th is w om an, surp rised in lie r 
sleep , m ust have been overpow ered by in h a lin g som e 
strong n arcotic—ch loroform or eth er. 
But I h ave not 
d iscovered any natural d isturban ce in th e organs to 
a b solu tely confirm m y hyp oth esis. 
T h ree or four 
iiours had elap sed b etw een th e d eath o f th e v ictim 
aud h er la st m eal.

T he m anager of

A ccording to orders, the drow ned woman had 
been rem oved from lier stone bed to one of the 
large m etal tables used for authorized m edical 
operations. H er face and features were in a good 
stale of p re -e tvatiou, bitt nom her chest down 
m ere yvas a horrible gash, for tho surgeon who 
had exam ined the body to discover the causes o t 
death had but partially draw n the flesh together, 
and here aud there were d ark streak s upon It.

W hile he was m aking these preparations his 
assistan t was tem pering in a la^ge wooden bowl a 
plaster tine as starch. 
Tile sculptor first covered the face and all the 
p arts of which he w ished to take a cast, tlieu he 
thickened the layer w ith successive layers, uuder 
which the outlines of the form gradually d isap­ 
peared. 
Ile had reached this point in his w ork when he 
heard some one softly open tile door. T hinking it 
was tbe director of tne m orgue, whom curiosity 
had draw n Ih d b er, and being absorbed iu his 
w ork, he did not tu tu round;

“ bu t when I exam ine this body, I truly regret th at 
you have taken a east only of the upper part. 
Do 
you uot tniuk th at it is one of the m ost beautiful 
m odels for sculpture th at could be found?” 
“ It is indeed adm irable la its shape and propor­ 
tions.” 
“ Why, then, did you uot tak e an en tire Im pres­ 
sion?” 
••Mr. Kelly asked m e only for the head. 
To do 
m ore would be considerable labor, aud 
very 
difficult besides, tor Dr. K eel, who m ade the 
autopsy of the unfortunate wom an, left the body 
open. 
A fter filling In the vacuum caused by the 
rem oving of tile viscera, and which occasions the 
alteration rn the flesh, it would be necessary to 
draw together the separated p arts in order to 
have a model w ithout solutions of continuity.

A hospital nurse, Who brou lit all the article* 
needed for the peculiar operation about to na 
p. rform ed. 
A lbert Moor bad disengaged Hie head from its 
covering, and the face now appeared of a yellow 
ivory hue. The m oulding had succeeded per­ 
fect iv. 
T he detective began his w ork a t once. 
A fter 
filling In th* cavities of the stom ach and bowels 
wild oakum satu rated with an arom atic solution 
and corrosive sublim ate, iii order to retard uecoui- 
position, he drew the sides of Hic opening to­

A fter Toby campi Thom pson, the keeper of th e 
livery stable, and his driver. Tom H a tte rs; but the 
la tte r could only tell the m agistral* i f his tra v ­ 
elling in com pany with three Indians a n d a wom an 
aa fur as Hie first bouses iii Yorkville. 
la yond lids 'to p p in g place tho legal officers lost 
all trace of lb s unhappy Miss A da and her kid­ 
nappers. 
0 (ut ain Young and his skilful agents starch ed 
In vain all the taverns, lodging-houses, dens aud 
suspicions places nom the borders of Hie river to 
Y o ik \die, and discovered nothleg which could 
throw light upon the m atter. 
T his cam paign served only to accom plish tim 
arrest of a hundred offenders ag ain st the law, 
people tm porlant to capture, but absolutely Inno­ 
cent of the crim e which excited public opinion to 
the highest degree. 
M ary,on being questioned several tim es, inva­ 
riably told the sam e story of the kidnapping, which 
she had w itnessed, as had ail Miss A da’s guests. 
I lie servant affirmed, and there was no reasou tv 
suppose that she lied. H u t she, like every one else, 
had taken this scene tor a carnival joke. 
M ary took care not to speak Colonel F o rste r’s 
nam *, whom she evidently suspected, as she had 
told Mr. Saunders, for she feared to com prom ise 
liers' lf and be accused of being an accom plice.

L o w Ei.u, May 17— As forecast in my last 
w eek’s letter, there culm inated on M onday one of 
Ute most ex trao rd in ary affairs wiiteh our city, in 
its sixty years of existence, has ever know n.

m eeting of the A m erican Triple Therm ic Motor 
Union was held. 
In this brief sentence is com pre­ 
hended m uch; and, for a proper understanding of 
this m eeting, I will briefly recapitulate some of 
Hie circum stances which have led to it.

told th a t the days of steam were practically at an 
end; th a t Hie lot tunes m ade by Hie telephone 
wore poverty’s self com pared w ith the bonanza 
represented by Hie Colwell .triple therm ic m otor, 
aud they w ere given a chance privately to invest 
in Hie future “ Utile g ian t.” til course such a won­ 
derful story as lids could 
not he k e p t; Hie 
enthusiastic confidants revealed ttielr good luck 
to others, and soon curiosity was aglow all over 
our

no practical engineers were ever included in the 
Invitations to Brooklyn. This led to unfavorable 
comment am ong Hie incredulous, and one of the 
believers in the engine took the responsibility on 
him self of asking A. B. Lym an, the engineer of the 
M errimac m ills iii tills city, to accom pany a party 
thither. Oil the steam er Dr. Colwell found tills 
out and politely told Mr. Lym an that lie could not 
see the motor. 
This was duly reported at Lowell, 
aud Im m ediately there was a hubbub on Hie 
streets and in Hie new spapers. Mr. Lyman gave 
his version of the affair iii a com m unication to the 
presto and Dr. Colwell responded. 
The two were 
at decided varianc e in regard lo the sim ple facts 
of toe case, and st iii more as to the conclusions to 
be draw n therefrom . 
A t length, aller an interval 
of attack and rejoinder betw een the two parties In

Tills, as m ight he expected, greatly elated Hie 
friends of Hie new invention, ami caused lls 
critics to he correspondingly crestfallen. 
By dint 
of inquiry, however, Mr. Lyman at last conceded 
th at his decision was based wholly on w hat bari 
been told him a t Brooklyn bv those iii charge of 
Hie m otor; (ie had not personally applied a single 
test! 
Im m ediately his testim ony was dismissed 
as of little value hi settling lite disputed point. 
All tins tim e money had been paid in large 
sum s to Dr. Colwell, as representing ills brother’s 
Interest here. 
Instead of selling su n k iii a regu­ 
larly organized com pany, as such business is 
ordinarily conducted, Hie buyers received only a 
certificate, conferring upon tliem certain fractions 
of the patent light iii some New E ngland or 
W estern State. 
A stonishing stories w ere circu­ 
lated, lroui nobody know s w hat source, such as 
th at 
•la v G ould H ad P a id $ 1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
for a portion only—and a m inor, not a controlling 
portion, a t th a t—of the patent right for the State 
of P ennsylvania; th at W estern rights w ere going 
to other capitalists lively, aud th a t all New Eng­ 
land w as out of Hie m arket as too fabulously 
valuable to be haw ked about in th a t m anner. 
In 
every case, it was related, the inventor or Ills 
brother reserved a controlling Interest in the dis­ 
trict sold. 
W hen other men laughed, aud tile 
local new spapers teem ed w ith jokes and chil- 
lenges concerning the m otor, the m otorites looked 
wise, quoted historic exam ples, and predicted that 
when, in three m onths’ time, the scoffers saw 
steam discarded and Hie new engines generally 
adopted, they would wish they had got aboard 
the tralu for W ealthvlllc and grown rich as lords, 
too. 
Then cam e a new turn of affairs. 
An organiza­ 
tion was form ed, known as Hie New England 
Triple Therm ic Motor Company, w ith a prospec­ 
tive capital of 85,UUU,OOO—Hie maximum allowed 
for a corporation under M assachusetts law. 
I his 
society, not legally incorporated, announced the 
following captivating program m e: We will issue 
shares for sale a t oar, on Hie basis of $1,000,000; 
all ow ners of tin se snares will have a right to the 
quintuple am ount of the full capitalization of 
$5,000,000, wuen Hie tim e comes to chalk u n to 
that figure; now is your chance to get rich In 
six m ouths!

do 
not 
mean lo 
say th a t 
any form al circular was Issued lo this effect, but 
such was substantially Hie attitude of the con­ 
cern. as represented to likely investors. 
It was 
cu iren tty reported th at the gentlem en who went 
into this schem e paid In cash $100,000 for the 
privilege of being “ai the bottom ” ; though It was 
charged th at others were given stock outright for 
tile. use oi their names. 
I am riot in a position to 
assert either of th e se statem ents as anything more 
than rum ors; hut w hat I eau state positively is 
th at a goodly num ber of 
people bought the
